RETIREMENT  FACTS 


The  benefits  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  "E"  in  this 
fall's  election  have  become  available  as  of  January  1. 
Miscellaneous  employees  retiring  on  January  1,  197^,  or  there- 
after vjill  receive  the  benefits  of  the  increased  allowance 
from  the  outset.     Persons  retired  prior  to  January  1,  1974, 
will  find  that  their  allowances  will  not  be  adjusted  until 
July  1,  1974,  and  will  be  received  on  August  1,  1974. 

Under  Proposition  "E",  retirement  will  be  available  at 
age  50  rather  than  the  previous  earliest  age  of  55-  Also, 
any  member  who  has  at  least  20  years  of  credited  service  and 
has  reached  age  50  is  assured  of  a  benefit  being  payable  to 
a  surviving  wife  or  husband  in  case  of  death  while  still  in 
active  service  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  The 
benefit  payable  in  such  case  is  a  monthly  allowance  equal  to 
one-half  of  the  benefit  vrhich  the  member  could  have  received 
If  he  had  retired  upon  the  date  of  death.     Or  the  survivor 
may  elect  to  receive  the  lump-sum  benefit,  consisting  of  the 
member's  accumulated  contribution  along  with  the  equivalent 
of  six  months'  salary. 

Under  the  new  language  a  member  retiring  at  age  56-3/4 
would  receive  the  same  increment  in  the  formula  v:hich  would 
formerly  not  have  been  payable  until  age  60  (1.67%).  This 
means  that  a  member  with  30  years'  service  at  age  53-3/4 
may  novj  retire  with  505?  of  his  highest  monthly  average. 
This  is  calculated  on  any  year  of  service  in  v;hlch  the 
member's  monthly  average  is  the  highest,  not  necessarily 
the  last  year  of  service. 

Any  of  the  benefits  received  by  the  employee  under 
Proposition  'E"  will  continue  on  to  the  survivors  and  bene- 
ficiaries, as  in  the  past.

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NEW  LIFE  FOR  LIBRARIES 


In  case  you  haven't  seen  it,  here  is  a  reprint  of  an  edi- 
torial from  The  V/ashington  Post  for  Decenber  8,  1973- 

The  attack  of  the  Mixon  administration  on 
libraries  appears  to  have  been  repelled.     As  part  of 
the  budget  for  the  Departments  of  Labor  and  Health 
and  VJolfare,  the  House  and  Senate  included  $170  mil- 
lion for  libraries.     In  the  197^  budget  proposals  of 
the  administration,  no  federal  assistance  v;as  re- 
quested for  libraries,  the  idea  being  that  state  and 
local  money  should  take  over  the  full  responsibility. 
The  logic  of  this  proposal  had  a  superficial  appeal 
that  did  not  hold  up  under  the  kind  of  scrutiny  given 
by  several  congressional  friends  of  libraries. 

The  first  argument  defending  zero  funding  said 
that,  since  the  federal  share  for  libraries  was  ap- 
proximately 5  to  7  per  cent,  no  libraries  v/ould 
close  dovm  when  federal  funds  were  withdrawn.  This 
argum.ent ,  hovrever  handy  for  the  purposes  of  rational- 
izing, overlooks  that  many  library  projects  are 
demonstrations  initially  funded  by  federal  money,  in 
the  hope  of  stimulating  state  and  local  support  that 
would  eventually  take  over.     But  such  demonstrations 
would  have  been  cut  out  completely  or  curtailed. 
Some  of  these  projects  include  services  to  the  blind 
and  handicapped,  services  to  prisons,  hospitals  and 
mental  health  institutions.     A  second  argument  for 
cutting  off  funds  was  that  libraries  woulr""  becom.e 
part  of  revenue  sharing,  thus  categorical  assistance 
was  not  needed.     V.'hen  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion examined  the  situation,  however,  it  found  that 
of  the  $2.96  billion  that  went  out  betv/een  January 
and  June  of  this  year,  libraries  received  only  o21.7 
million,  or  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Congress  did  v^ell  to  rally  in  support  of  li- 
braries.    In  fact,  it  is  taking  even  further  inter- 
est— with  the  introduction  of  several  bills  calling 
for  a  White  House  conference  on  libraries  and 
information  services  in  1976.     The  Senate  has 
already  passed  this  legislation  and  one  House  bill 
was  offered  by  Gerald  Ford,  nov;  Vice  President  Ford. 
With  this  kind  of  support,  a  1976  conference  is 
likely  to  occur.     The  conference  is  important.  It 
is  not  Just  that  we  need  libraries;  what  is  also 
needed  is  serious  discussions  on  how  to  make  them 
better  as  the  demand  for  their  services  increases.

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  there  has  been  criticism  of 
BARC  for  spending  money,  time,  and  effort  on  the  V/orkshops,  which 
are  spoken  of  as  "ephemeral,''  In  contrast  to  the  purchase  of  books 
or  equipment  whlcb  represent  perm.anent  physical  possessions  for 
the  Library. 

May  I  offer  to  BARC  thanks  for  myoelf  and  for  others  on  our 
staff  for  the  Workshops,  which  you  have  so  generously  opened  up  to 
your  neighbors  all  around.     In  addition  to  the  actual  Information 
conveyed  in  talks  and  in  bibliographies  prepared  by  your  staff  and 
the  outside  contracts  suggested  by  outside  speakers,  there  is  a 
certain  lift  of  the  spirit  and  a  viev;  of  a  larger  v;orld  Involved 
in  attendance.     If  this  is  so  for  Oakland  librarians,  v/ho  come 
from  a  relatively  larger  system,  yet  physically  more  accessible 
one  part  to  another  than  is  the  case  of  most  of  the  librarians 
attending,  think  hovj  much  greater  the  impact  must  be  for  people 
from  Isolated  county  branch  libraries,  or  even  from  stations.  One 
of  our  young  librarians  put  it  v;ell,  I  think:     "I  feel  like  a  REAL 
librarian  for  a  long  time  afterward!" 

Because  many  library  employees  are  not  academically  inclined 
or  prepared,  because  m.any  have  obligations  which  prevent  their 
taking  courses  requiring  continued  attendance,  because  separate 
workshops  offer  opportunities  for  different  Individuals  to  attend 
at  different  times  (depending  on  their  Interests  and  needs),  be- 
cause of  staff  shortages  v/hich  limit  the  amount  of  time  personnel 
can  be  spared — for  these  and  m.any  other  reasons,  I  think  the  BARC 
workshops  have  filled  a  special  niche  and  that  their  effects  are 
not  "ephemeral.'' 

Thank  you  then,  for  myself  and  for  the  staff  of  the  Reference 
Section  in  particular,  for  the  Information  and  the  pleasure  we 
have  gained  in  attending  the  BARC  Workshops,  and  for  the  many 
courtesies  you  and  your  staff  have  extended  to  all  of  us.

Any  course,  seminar, 
or  workshop  which  will  contribute  to  your  development  in  the 
Library  may  be  considered.     Although  large  portions  of  the 
available  funds  are  spent  on  sending  staff  members  to  A.L.A. 
and  C.L.A.  conventions,  other  types  of  continuing  education 
are  equally  important.     Attendance  at  v/orkshops  on  subjects  as 
varied  as  government  documents,  puppeteering,  and  supervision 
have  been  funded  in  the  past.     Registration  fees  for  A.C.L. 
institutes  and  workshops  for  library  technicians  have  been 
paid  for  by  the  Library. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  to  seek  out, 
select  and  request  funds  for  those  courses  which  are  important 
for  the  individual's  continuing  education.     Professional  staff 
should  consult  with  Coordinators  (if  appropriate)  and  then 
submit  requests  to  their  Chief  for  approval.     Clerical  and 
technical  staff  should : consult  with  their  supervisors  and  then 
submit  requests  to  their  Chief  for  approval.

According  to  the  January  15,  197^,  issue 
of  Library  Journal,  Houston's  television  announcements 
increased  that  library's  telephone  reference  business  by 
50%  since  the  ad  began  shovjing  in  September  1973,  and  the 
commercial  recently  won  first  place  in  the  service  category 
at  the  U.  S.  Television  Commercial  Festival  in  Chicago. 

The  commercial,  which  is  based  on  the  V/atergate  hear- 
ings, opens  with  a  close-up  shot  of  a  man  in  front  of  a 
table-microphone  who  is  being  questioned  by  an  off-camera 
voice  about  why  the  organization  he  belongs  to  is  giving, 
free,  information  over  the  telephone  at  government  expense 
to  whomever  calls  in.     When  asked  the  name  of  his  organiza- 
tion, the  man  answers:     ''The  San  Francisco  Public  Library." 
The  last  words  seen  on  the  television  screen  are  "Call  the 
Library.     We'll  tell  you  everything  we  knov;.  '

4.  The  Assistant  City  Librarian,  the  Personnel  Officer,  and 
the  Chiefs  involved  will  then  make  assignm.ents  from  the 
pool  of  applicants,  keeping  in  mind  qualifications,  per- 
sonal needs,  library  needs,  and  community  needs.  The 
Coordinators  involved  will  be  consulted. 

5.  If  no  applications  are  made  for  a  position  v/hich  is  open 
and  must  be  filled,  the  Personnel  Offj.cer  and  the  Assis- 
tant City  Librarian  v/ill  so  inform  the  Acting  City 
Librarian .

relate  to  preschool  children  and  their  books.     The  adult  col- 
lection covers  a  broad  range  of  subject  areas  including  physi- 
cal and  mental  development ,  the  many  meanings  of  'play"  in  the 
preschooler's  life,  activities  for  Dreschoolers ,  vrork  v;ith 
exceptional  children,  information  on  child  care,  etc. 

Ms.  Vfatson  has  been  vrorklng  vrlth  parents  in  the  housing 
projects  as  vrell  as  with  control  groups  of  parents  involved  In 
organized  child  care  programs. 

Contacts  with  city-wide  community  agencies  are  being 
strengthened,  making  them,  more  aware  of  the  library's  services. 
Several  demonstration  talks  have  been  oresented  to  high  school 
and  college  classes.     A  preschool  booklist  is  nearing  comple- 
tion, and  workshops  are  being  planned. 

Dlal-A-Story  continues  to  he  very  popular,  ^-nd  its  fame  is 
spreading,  with  the  result  that  there  are  m.any  requests  from 
all  areas  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  more  information 
about  Dial-A-Story  and  ECEP.

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P_RESENT  CRISIS/FUTURE  FANFARE 


ALA  ~  Chicago  '7^ 

From  the  moment  I  v/alked  up  to  the  Recistration  Desk  and 
found  my  reservations  cancelled,  I  knev/  this  v;as  golnf^  to  be 
one  helluva  convention.     Sure  enough,  my  minor  neurosis  over 
bed  and  board  was  almost  forgotten  amidst  the  hysteria  produced 
at  the  first  council  meeting  v/here  two  announcements  shook  the 
Council  to  its  parliamentary  foundations.     First,  ALA's  legal 
counsel  reported  on  the  rumor  that  the  Association  was  being 
investigated  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.     Although  one 
councilor  told  the  assembly  that  all  non-profit  organizations 
were  audited,  the  Association  lawyer  reported  that  the  audit 
stemmed  from  IRS  allegations  that  "certain  sections  and  activi- 
ties [of  ALA]  are  in  conflict  with  non-profit  status."    To  con- 
tribute to  an  already  sensitive  atmosphere,  the  Treasurer  and 
the  Budget  Committee  (COPES)  announced  that  if  the  Associa- 
tion's income  and  expenditures  were  to  continue  at  current 
rates,  the  American  Library  Association  would  be  a  bankrupt 
institution  within  three  years.     As  a  result  of  this  latter 
presentation.  Council  felt  obliged  to  immediately  adopt  a  new 
dues  schedule  in  an  attempt  to  entice  larger  membership.  For 
two  days  new  dues  were  debated  prior  to  adoption  of  the  origi- 
nal COPES  recommendation.     Interestingly,  the  debate  seems  to 
center  more  upon  the  dues'  effect  upon  the  Association's  divi- 
sions and  the  possible  change  in  their  membership  and  strength 
than  it  did  upon  the  actual  treatment  of  membership  fees.  As 
a  tenor  of  the  council  consternation  or  in  its  rush  to  accom- 
plish necessary  business,  I  v/itnessed  what  I  consider  to  be 
two  extreme  exam.ples  of  the  abridgement  of  personal  intellec- 
tual freedom.     During  a  six-hour  marathon  final  session. 
Council  refused  to  listen  to  testimony  from  librarians  fired 
from  the  University  of  Chicago  in  rebuttal  to  the  SCAMI  Report. 
In  yet  another  instance,  the  Intellectual  Freedom  Committee 
gave  a  detailed  report  on  a  resolution  to  im.peach  President 
Nixon.     Curiously,  the  resolution  was  never  allowed  to  reach 
the  floor  for  Council  debate. 

Despite  the  doldrums  of  Council,  I  found  incredible  energy 
and  enthusiasm  in  my  role  as  Chairman  of  the  Video/Cable  Study 
Committee  and  m.ember  of  the  SRRT  Video  Cable  Task  Force.  I 
spend  the  major  parts  of  my  time  planning  for  the  Study  Corjr.it- 
tee's  final  report  in  June  and  helping  SRRT  plan  for  the  New 
York  battery  of  video  and  cable  programs.     Librarians  across 
the  country  are  obviously  continuing  to  become  involved  with 
cable  television.     At  our  first  v;ork  session,  approxim.ately 
twenty-five  observers  outnum.bered  the  nine  (out  of  11)  commit- 
tee members  and  shared  our  enthusiasm  with  the  developing  plans 
for  New  York's  convention.     Teleprompter  Cable  Corp.  has 
expressed  its  interest  in  providing  the  Association  with  its 
own  cable  channel  for  public  service  programming  during  the 
convention  and  m.ay  be  willing  to  provide  live  coverage  of 
convention  "happenings."    Ralph  Lee  Smith,  the  Ralph  !Iader  of 
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PRESENT  CRISIS. . .

Cable,  will  add  fuel  to  the  grass-root  fire  concerning  cable  in 
a  special  kick-off  program,  v/hile  a  continuous  ^-hr./day  work- 
shop at  the  Donnell  Library  will  demonstrate  the  various  uses 
of  videotape  and  video  equipment,  including  inservice  training, 
continuing  education,  and  alternative  programming  for  groups 
like  the  blind,  gays,  women,  etc.     Hopefully,  the  SRRT  Video 
Task  Force  vjill  also  be  able  to  cover  some  of  the  pre- 
conference  activities  for  re-transmission  during  convention 
week,  and  can  cover  some  out-of-convention  activities  such  as 
the  Alternative  Press  Book  Fair  scheduled  for  Lincoln  Center. 
If  the  previev;  and  preliminary  work  were  rewarding,  the  actual 
N.  Y,  Convention  should  be  quite  a  landmark  in  the  profession's 
continued  cable  activities. 

Plans  for  the  following  year's  convention,  which  is  to  be 
held  in  San  Francisco,  are  already  beginning  to  develop.  Both 
Gil  McNamee  and  I  are  in  charge  of  "local  conference  arrange-

LIBRARY  TO  FIGHT  BUDGET  CUT  ^  - 

The  Library  Commission  h(U.l(5R-'^;;'g©§r5?'-S?fJP{?fJf  meeting  on 
Wednesday  to  consider  a  request  from  the  Mayor's  Office  that 
our  197^-75  budget  request  be  cut  $598,000  below  the  1973-7^i 
budget . 

After  90  minutes  of  spirited  debate,  the  Commissioners 
voted  unanimously  to  resubmit  to  the  Mayor  their  original  bud- 
get request,  plus  request  for  funds  to  rehabilitate  the  Tech- 
nical Services  Department.     They  also  requested  a  r.eeting  with 
the  Mayor  to  present  their  complaints  about  budget  support  for 
the  Library. 

Thursday  afternoon  it  was  learned  that  Dr.  Starr,  the  Com- 
mission, the  Friends  and  Keep  Libraries  Alive  will  meet  with 
the  Mayor  on  T'^onday ,  February  18,  at  2:30. 

Under  discussion  will  be  the  follovring  figures: 

SFPL's  1973-7^  Budget  $5,60^1,000 

Our  Request  for  197^-75   6,966  ,000 

Suggested  by  the  I'ayor's  Office..  5  ,006,000 

The  Library  learned  of  the  T'.ayor's  suggested  budget  figure 
last  Friday.     Dr.  Starr  and  the  Advisory  Council  met  to  review 
the  budget  and  found  that  the  only  v/ay  to  meet  the  lov;er  figure 
would  be  to  cut  the  book  budget  by  $560, 000^  to  eliminate 
McNaughton  Service — $92,000,  to  cut  magazine  subscriptions  by 
$25,000,  to  eliminate  all  funds  for  equipment — $97,000,  to  cut 
page  hours  by  $50,000,  and  to  make  other,  smaller  cuts  that 
are  too  painful  to  m.ention  here.     (Over  $2^10,000  in  increases 
over  which  we  have  no  control  must  be  added  to  next  year's 
budget  before  v.-e  can  start  the  trimming  necessary  to  reach  the 
Mayor's  figure.) 

After  discussing  the  $5,006,000  budget  prepared  by  the 
Library,  the  Comimission  decided  they  could  not  in  good  con- 
science recommend  it.

MiJ^pCH  22,  197^ 


The  nine-day  strike  by  San  Francisco  municipal 
employees,  which  had  closed  down  many  of  the  City's  ser- 
vice operations  3  including  the  Library,  came  to  an  end 
on  Friday,  ITerch  15.     Normal  public  services  of  the 
Library  resumed  on  Saturday,  March  l6--a  very  busy  day 
with  many  patrons  lined  up  at  the  "Return  Books  Here'' 
signs  and  telephone  calls  coming  in  to  find  out  if  the 
Library  was  open,     ITcnday  still  brought  its  fair  share 
of  "Are  you  open?''  calls,  but  they  began  to  taper  off 
by  Tuesday,  xvith  v/ord  obviously  spreading  that  the 
Library  was  open  to  the  public  again.

BUDGET  PROGRESS 

The  Departmental  Hearing  on  the  Library's  197^-75 
budget  request  was  held  V/ednesday  night,  April  10,  before 
the  Cultural,  Social,  Consumer  Affairs,  and  General 
Government  sub-committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
Budget  and  Governm.ental  Efficiency  Com.mittee,  composed 
of  Supervisor  Nelder,  Chairman,  and  Supervisor  Molinari . 

Dr.  Starr  presented  a  strong  case  in  support  of 
the  Library's  budget,  and  in  the  detailed  examination 
of  the  Library's  operating  accounts,  both  Supervisors 
Nelder  and  Ilolinari  agreed  to  support  the  restoration 
of  $250,000  to  the  book  budget.  'That  would  bring  it 
within  $10,000  of  the  1973/7^  book  budget. 

No  word  on  the  budget  is  final  as  yet.     The  sub- 
committee findings  vrill  be  reported  to  the  full  Commit- 
tee for  its  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  adoption. 


OFFICE  OF  CHILDREN'S  SERVICES 


Controversy  was  the  main  element  in  the  first  Community 
Lecture,  held  April  ^,  197'',  in  the  series  "Children--Vmo 
Cares?''  co-sponsored  by  the  federally- funded  Early  Childhood 
Education  Project  and  the  San  Francisco  Association  for  the 
Education  of  Young  Children. 

Dr.  Richard  Farson,  psychologist.  President  of  the 
Esalen  Institute  in  San  Francisco  and  the  author  of  Birthrights , 
presented  an  informal  and  informative  talk.     Ke  began  by  ask- 
ing the  people  in  the  audience  to  interrupt  him  at  any  time 
with  questions  and  comrnents  .     The  audience  responded  to  this 
quite  naturally,  as  some  of  his  statements  provoked  strong 
reaction.     He  sharply  focused  on  a  period  of  life  which  has 
generally  been  taken  for  granted.     Dr.  Farson  feels  that 
there  is  a  conspiracy  to  keep  children  in  their  place  and  that 
childhood  is  a  disability.     He  pointed  out  the  two  roles  of 
advocacy  for  children — protection  and  liberation. 

Dr.  Farson's  "A  Child's  Bill  of  Rights,'*  which  appeared 
in  ^Ts .  magazine  (Harch,  197^)  and  which  had  been  reproduced 
and  distributed  by  the  Early  Childhood  Education  Project,  was 
discussed.     He  likened  the  children's  liberation  movement  to 
the  Black  liberation  and  the  VJomen's  liberation  movements. 
Children's  liberation  will  also  mean  parent  liberation. 

Dr.  Farson  says  the  system  our  society  has  invented 
exploits  children  so  that  parenthood  means  intervening,  pro- 
tecting, teaching  and  keeping  children  under  constant  surveil- 
lance . 

The  program  proved  to  be  a  consciousness-raising  event 
in  terms  of  seeing  children  as  people.

Mrs.  r^ariannina  Fiogar,  preschool  and  child  care  consultant 
and  instructor.  University  of  California  Extension,  was  the 
speaker  on  April  11  for  the  second  community  lecture  in  the 
series  "Children — V.^ho  Cares?"  co-sponsored  by  the  federally 
funded  Early  Childhood  Education  Project  and  the  San  T?rancisco 
Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children. 

Mrs.  riogar  gave  a  dynamic  and  enthusiastic  presentation  on 
the  topic  "Understanding  and  Guiding  the  Young  Child."  Building 
a  child's  self-esteem  is  a  top  priority,  she  said.     It  is  very 
important  that  a  child  feel  good  about  himself.     Adults  vrere 
cautioned  not  to  label  children.     To  say  "You're  a  good  child" 
or  "You're  a  bad  child*'  puts  a  child  in  the  position  of  having 
to  live  up  to  the  label.     The  child  should  be  treated  as  a 
unique  individual,  v/ith  respect,  firmness  and  kindness.  Chil- 
dren need  loving  and  caring.     The  adult  should  knov;  the  child's 
v/orld  from  the  child's  point  of  view.     Children  lack  social 
skills  and  concepts,  and  are  further  handicapped  by  their  size. 
Expectations  of  child  behavior  should  not  be  set  too  high. 
Positive  techniques  of  discipline  and  promoting  self-control  in 
the  child  were  discussed.     A  one-to-one  relationship  between 
the  child  and  the  adult  is  very  necessary  for  child  development.

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PROGRESS  REPORT 


In  the  face  of  the  City's  serious  fiscal  crisis,  the  Super- 
visors' Budget  and  Governmental  Efficiency  Committee  has 
released  more  than  half  of  our  frozen  Equipment  and  Capital 
Improvement  funds. 

At  the  public  hearing  last  Friday  afternoon.  Dr.  Starr  made 
a  detailed  presentation  of  the  equipment  lists  and  the  renova- 
tion projects. 

Briefly,  the  released  items  and  amounts  are:

In  addition,  projects  to  improve  the  lijrhting  in  Potrero, 
Bemal  and  Anza  branches  were  approved,  but  the  amount  was  held 
pending  new  estimates  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Pre- 
liminary estimates  place  this  amount  near  $30,000.  (Including 
the  lighting  estimate,  the  total  reinstated  funds  amount  to 
approximately  $150,000.) 

Dr.  Starr  wishes  to  thank  the  staff  members  from  the 
branches  and  the  Main  departments  who  developed  the  details  for 
the  projects;  those  who  worked  on  the  presentation  and  appeared 
in  support  of  the  requests;  Mrs.  Billie  Schuler  and  KLA  for  all 
their  hard  work;  and  the  Supervisors  v/ho  reviev/ed  these  requests 
in  detail,  fairly  and  with  consideration.     V/e  are  grateful  to 
everyone  for  their  support.

"Print  and  Non-Print  Resources  for  the  Preschool  Child."  Mrs. 
Linda  Geistlinger,  Director,  Early  Childhood  Education  Project, 
began  by  saying,  "A  child  learns  what  he  lives."     Nursery  rhymes 
told  to  a  nevrborn  infant  will  lead  into  the  pleasure  of  poetry. 
As  he  grows  older,  books  will  broaden  the  child's  experience, 
and  he  will  learn  that  others  have  the  same  emotions  and  feellnps 
that  he  has.     Many  things  cannot  be  experienced  by  a  young  child, 
and  books  of  fantasy  will  develop  his  imagination.  Mrs. 
Geistlinger  spoke  of  the  many  varied  subjects  available  in  books 
for  children  from  infancy  to  age  five. 

Miss  Effie  Lee  Morris,  Children's  Coordinator,  introduced 
the  film  "The  Pleasure  is  Mutual."    Miss  Morris  spoke  of  the 
needs  of  a  child.    Vfhether  culturally  or  economically  deprived, 
and  regardless  of  ethnic  background,  the  child  has  a  right  to  a 
sense  of  wonder  and  to  have  his  imagination  stimulated.     In  this 
multi-media  world,  presentation  of  non-print  media  can  result  in 
a  literary  experience  for  the  child.     After  the  film,  the  audi- 
ence had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Early  Childhood  Education 
Project  office  and  see  the  wide  variety  of  multi-media  materials 
available  for  preschoolers.

Planning  to  see  THE  KING  AND  I  at  the  San  Francisco 
Civic  Light  Opera  this  summer?     Then  the  following  iten 
might  be  of  Interest  to  you. 

In  1855  Sir  John  Bovrrlng,  Her  Majesty's  plenipoten- 
tiary in  China,  visited  Slam  and  compiled  a  two-volume 
work.  The  Kingdom  and  People  of  Si am,  as  a  result  of  that 
trip.     Included  in  Bov/ring's  appendix  are  some  of  the 
letters  written  to  him  by  S.P.P.IU  I'iongkut,  the  King  of 
Siam. 

The  King  of  Siam  numbered  his  letters  to  Bowring  in 
sequential  order,  and  the  earliest  one  listed  in  Bov;rlng's 
books  is  #38. 

About  eight  or  nine  years  ago,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  received,  from  an  anonymous  donor,  letter  fr37  writ- 
ten to  Sir  John  Bowring  from  the  King  of  Siam.     This  three- 
page  letter,  which  contains  the  official  seal  of  the  First 
King  of  Siam  and  is  written  from  the  Grand  Palace  of  Bangkok 
in  what  appears  to  be  the  authentic  handwriting  of  the  King 
him.self,  is  housed  in  the  Rare  Books  collection  of  the 
Library.     The  first  page  of  letter  ^f37  contains  the  address 
"To  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Bowring  Knight  Dr  of  Laws  &c  &c 
&c.""

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STATISTICS  SEMINAR 


The  many  uses  of  statistics  and  their  importance  to 
society  were  pointed  up  at  the  Special  Libraries  Associa- 
tion Seminar  held  at  the  Bank  of  America  Headquarters 
here  on  April  27th.     A  subjective  impression  was  that  the 
librarian  in  working  with  statistics  has  quite  a  pivotal 
role  in  the  scheme  of  things.     At  any  rate,  I  v^as  contin- 
ually fascinated  by  the  subject  as  discussed  by  the  vari- 
ous speakers  who  v^ere  uniformly  authoritative  and  inter- 
esting.    The  three-part  program  covered  statistics  as 
used  by  the  citizen,  the  businessman,  and  the  social 
planner . 

The  follovjing  are  some  interesting  points  that  I 
recall . 

— Citizens  have  discovered  statistics  as  a  tool  in 
exercising  their  pov:er. 

— Documents  should  not  be  accepted  as  accurate  Just 
because  they  were  issued  by  the  government;  many 
discrepancies  are  found  when  examined  by  special- 
ists . 

— Social  planning  does  not  exist  in  the  United 
States;  however,  it  is  implicit  in  the  physical 
planning. 

--Statistically,  the  dead  are  easier  to  deal  vjith 
than  the  living. 

— Caution:     chemicals  from  copy  machines  are  sus- 
pected carcinogens. 

In  the  plush  A.  P.  Giannini  Auditorium  v;ith  its  red 
carpet  and  padded  swivel  chairs,  the  seminar  seemed  like 
a  meeting  of  high-placed  executives-  but  it  v;as ,  after 
all,  a  m^eeting  of  librarians — there  was  not  a  whiff  of 
cigar  smoke  all  day.

This  "Comm.unity  '^''emory"  terminal  looks  very  m.uch  like  a 
small  TV  set  vjith  a  typewriter-like  keyboard  attached  to  the 
front.     According  to  Mr.  Vfilliam  Laughrey,  Librarian  at 
Mission  Branch,  the  terminal  is  very  easy  to  use.  Patrons 
or  staff  can  type  questions  (using  key  v7ords),  or  in-put 
information,  on  the  term.inal's  keyboard,     r^essages  can  range 
from  poems  to  ads  for  selling  your  car,  motorcycle,  or 
camper . 

Mr.  Laughrey  said  staff  have  already  in-put  items /in 
the  terminal.     Novj,  if  you  type  in    'FIND  MISSION''  on  the  key- 
board, eleven  item.s  about  both  children  and  adult  activities 
at  Mission  Branch  will  appear  on  the  screen.     Also  included: 
"FIND  INFORMATION"— one  of  the  answers  given  is   "Have  you 
tried  the  Public  Library?'^

NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  LIBRARY  SERVICE  FOR  THE  BLIND  AMD 
PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

The  theme  of  the  Ninth  National  Conference  on  Library 
Service  for  the  Blind  &  Physically  Handicapped  was  "Planninc 
for  Future  Netvrork  Growth."    Over  150  librarians  and  other 
professionals  serving  the  blind  and  physically  handicapped 
from  the  entire  country  participated  in  the  four-day  program 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  sponsored  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  which 
directs  and  coordinates  the  Talking  Books  program  through 
arrangements  with  regional  and  subregional  libraries. 

Conference  sessions  centered  on  improving  library  ser- 
vices for  the  handicapped  through  increased  cooperation 
among  subregional  and  regional  libraries  which  serve  readers 
at  the  local  level.     Specifically,  we  discussed  refining 
and  developing  inter-library  loan  for  better  reader  ser- 
vices; uses  of  computer  technology  in  bibliographic  control 
and  circulation  systems*  public  relations  efforts;  ways  of 
reaching  the  visually  and  physically  handicapped  who  could 
utilize  the  services;  book  selection  policies  for  the  Talk- 
ing Book,  cassette  book,  and  Braille  programs;  foreign 
language  and  music  materials  for  the  handicapped;  increased 
consumer  participation;  and  international  programs. 

In  addition,  conference  participants  toured  the  Divi- 
sion for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  headquarters, 
where  we  saw  examples  of  Talking  Book  and  cassette  machines 
currently  in  use  and  machines  with  technological  improve- 
ments which  are  being  considered  for  mass  distribution  in 
the  future.    Visual  reading  systems,  such  as  the  Pelco 
electronic  visual  aid  system  donated  to  SFPL,  were  demon- 
strated and  are  also  being  studied  for  their  future  poten- 
tial use  by  visually  and  physically  handicapped  patrons  on 
a  wide  scale.     All  in  all,  a  most  productive  and  informa- 
tive conference!

The  act  do3S  not  apply  to  "executive  managerient  and 
professional  employees".    As  the  Library  does  not  have  a  budget  to  pay  overtime, 
all  employees  except  "executi>;e  management  and  professionals"  are  not  permitted 
to  work  more  than  40  hours  in  any  one  work  v;eel:  -  Monday  thru  Sunday.  This 
means  no  "comp"  time  eitiier!  For  purposes  o2  coi.-.plying  x-zith  this  new  law. 
Civil  Service  has  designated  "execuii/e  ;v,ana3ei..ont  and  professionals"  to  include 
Librarian  II,  III,  Chiefs,  Coordinators,  City  Librarian,  Departi  ental  Personnel 
Officer,  Public  Relations  Officer  and  the  Secretary,  Library  Commission  (classes 
that  are  mar/.ed  as  "Z"  in  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance),  All  other  staff  members 
may  not  work  laore  'chan  40  hours.

HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Health  Service  Board  has  received  numerous  inquiries  from  Temporary  Employees 
requesting  medical  care  coverage  under  the  Health  Service  System. 

These  employees  are  specifically  excluded  from  membership  in  the  System  by  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  requires  that  an  employee 
be  a  member  of  the  Retirement  System  before  qualifying  for  membership  in  the 
Health  Service  System. 

The  Board  realizes  that  there  are  many  employees  within  this  category  who  are 
deprived  of  coverage  both  for  themselves  and  their  dependents. 

Kaiser  Hospital  has  presented  a  plan  to  cover  temporary  employees  and  their 
families  but  has  limited  enrollment  dates  to  twice  a  year  -  February  1  and 
August  1.     Temporary  employees  must  enroll  in  Jan'»ary  from  January  1  to  January 
25,  to  become  effective  February  1,  and  in  July  from  July  1  to  July  25,   to  become 
effective  August  1  of  any  year. 

The  monthly  rates  for  calendar  year  1974,  effective  January  1,  1974,  are  as 
follows : 

Individual  Member  -  $18.39 
Member  and  Spouse  -  $33.98 
Member  and  Family  -  $44.59 

There  is  no  medical  examination  necessary  for  enrollment.    This  being  an 
independent  plan,  i.e.,  not  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Service  System, 
payroll  deductions  are  not  allowed.     Members  so  enrolled  must  pay  ICaiser  directly 
and  for  subsequent  months  V7ill  be  billed  directly  by  Kaiser. 

Applications  are  available  in  the  office  of  the  Health  Service  System  or  may  be 
obtained  from  ICaiser  Health  Plan  offices  by  calling  929-5230.    Ask  for  Plan 
Number  9-888.

The  following  item  is  taken  from  the  June  6  Washington 
Newsletter  and  g-ives  the  background  on  what  happened  to  S.J. 
Res .  no  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

■'On  June  4,  197^,  the  House  of  Representatives  voted  223 
for  and  1^7  against  the  resolution  calling  for  a  Vfhite  House 
Conference  on  Library  and  Information  Services   (S.J.  Res.  ^3). 
While  ordinarily  a  simple  majority  is  sufficient  for  passage,  in 
this  case  a  two-thirds  majority  v/as  necessary,  and  consequently 
the  resolution  failed  to  carry  by  2k  votes. 

"Vrny  was  a  two-thirds  vote  needed?    Attempting  a  short  cut 
to  expedite  action,  Rep.  John 'Bradem.as   (D-Ind.),  chairman  of  the 
House  Select  Subcommittee  on  Edication  and  the  bill's  chief 
House  sponsor,  brought  S.J.  Pes.  ^0  to  the  House  floor  under 
'suspension  of  the  rules.'     Under  this  procedure,  the  Rules  Com- 
mittee is  circumvented  and  a  bill  can  be  brought  straight  to  the 
House  for  a  vote.     Ordinarily,  however,  each  bill  must  be  taken 
first  to  the  Rules  Committee,  a  hearing  must  be  held  in  that 
committee,  and  a  rule  devised  to  govern  hov;  the  bill  is  handled 
on  the  floor.     If  a  bill  fails  under  'suspension,'  it  can  be 
brought  to  the  floor  again  with  a  rule  from  the  Rules  Commit- 
tee .  .  . 

''VJhat  next?  Plans  are  being  devised  as  to  how  and  when  the 
Resolution  can  be  brought  up  again  for  a  vote.'' 

In  the  meant im;e,  you  can  study  the  voting  record  of  your 
Representative;  write  or  telegram  thanks  to  those  who  voted  in 
favor  of  S.J.  Res.  ^0;  inform,  your  friends  and  those  outside  the 
library  community  about  the  resolution  and  urge  them  to  v/rite 
their  Representatives.     Since  primary  elections  were  being  held 
in  seven  states  on  June  4,  there  were  a  large  number  of  absen- 
tees when  S.J.  Res.  ^0  was  voted  on  and  failed  to  pass  in  the 
House.     Twenty-two  m.embers  from.  California  alone  were  absent. 

If  any  staff  mem.bers  need  additional  information  on  the 
resolution  before  writing  their  Representatives,  they  night  want 
to  read  the  most  recent  six  or  seven  issues  of  the  Washington 
Newsletter  (in  the  Literature  Department).

The  Board  of  Directors  has  approved  the  Friends'  program  for 
the  fiscal  year  July  1,  197^,  to  June  30,  1975.     Those  projects  ap- 
proved were  among  many  programs  and  projects  considered  by  a  Project 
Planning  Committee  comprised  of  the  three  Friends'  Vice  Presidents — 
David  Yamakavja  (Chairman),  Grace  Macduff  and  Andrex^  Hoyem;  Henry 
Bowles,  Chairman  of  Friends'  Finance  Committee;  Coordinators  Anne 
Kincaid  and  Effie  Lee  Morris;  and  Acting  City  Librarian  Kevin  Starr. 

Prior  to  the  Committee's  m.eetings  all  staff  members  v/ere  in- 
vited to  submit  ideas  for  Friends'  projects,  including  programs, 
volunteer  activities,  funds,  outside  grants,  public  relations  ef- 
forts, etc.     riany  excellent  suggestions  were  carefully  considered  by 
the  Committee  according  to  staff  priorities  and  Friends'  criteria 
for  selecting  projects.     Those  established  criteria  specify  that 
Friends'  projects  should  benefit  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  build 
support  for  the  Library  and  Friends,  support  the  staff  of  the 
Library,  encourage  reading  and  the  use  of  SFPL,  act  as  pilot  demon- 
strations, attract  outside  funds,  and  utilize  volunteers. 

The  sum  of  $22,850,  representing  an  increase  of  $5,000  over 
last  year  and  exclusive  of  special  outside  grants,  is  budgeted  for 
specific  Library  projects.

Dr.  Starr  would  like  to  re -emphasize  the  official  adminis- 
trative policy  of  the  Library  regarding  known  offenders  in  the 
Library : 


The  City  Librarian  directs  that  all  knovm 
offenders  against  public  decency  be  excluded 
from  the  Library  as  a  m.atter  of  administrative 
policy.     A  knovm  offender  is  defined  as  an 
individual  who  has,  uDon  past  occasions,  com- 
m.itted  sexual  offenses  in  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library.     Individuals  seeking  admission 
to  the  Library  vjho  are  drunk  and/or  disorderly 
shall  be  banned  from  admission — v:hether  or  not 
they  are  knoi^/n  to  be  guilty  of  a  previous  of- 
fense.    Individuals  v;ho  offend  against  accepted 
standards  of  public  health  may  also  be  ex- 
cluded, after  consultation  v/ith  the  City 
Librarian,  or  the  Chief  of  the  I'ain. 

Manifestly  emotionally  disturbed  persons 
should  im.mediately  be  reported  to  the  City 
Librarian—or  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant 
City  Librarian,  the  Chief  of  the  Tain,  or  ap- 
propriate supervisory  personnel. 


Dr.  Starr  is  consulting  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
for  a  strengthening  of  the  above  policy.     Further  developments 

will  be  reported  as  they  occur.

A  fexv  items  of  importance  to  me: 

(1)  I  met  Cleveland  Am.ory  and  Evan  Hunter  and  thought 
they  were  both  delightful. 

(2)  Ky  meeting  held  Jointly  with  the  Interlibrary 
Loan  Committee  on  ILL  financing  attracted  more  than  200 
people,  even  though  it  was  scheduled  at  8:30  p.m.  the  night 
before  the  conference  adjourned.     It  lasted  until  alnost 
11:00  p.m.  vrith  many  questions  from,  the  floor,  and  I'm 
afraid  the  majority  of  them  concerned  the  time  involved  in 
these  loans.     There  was  much  concern  over  an  ARL  proposal 
of  charging  for  individual  loans,  the  majority  hoping  it 
would  never  happen. 

(3)  The  Theater  Library  Association  sponsored  a  back- 
stage tour  of  Lincoln  Center  for  about  200  people  .  Three 
hundred  more  had  to  be  turned  down.     I  v;as  one  of  the  for- 
tunate few^  since  it  turned  out  to  be  a  high  point  of  the 
week.     I  learned  about  stage  lighting — now  it's  almost  com- 
pletely computerized  and  possible  to  light  an  entire  show 
with  just  one  push  of  a  button.     I  saw  the  backdrops  being 
painted  for  the  Ilet's  new  production  of  "Boris  Godunov," 

as  well  as  the  biggest  carpentry  shop  I've  ever  seen  where 
the  props  are  made.     Sets  and  props  for  the  I'.et  are  built 
to  last  about  15  years.     And  such  staging  mechanisms  I  — 
elevators 3  turntables,  and  a  stage  that  makes  the  stage  of 
our  opera  house  small  by  com.parison. 

V'e  were  given  an  excellent  tour  o^  the  Juillard 
School--saw  the  practice  rooms  for  the  singers  as  well  as 
those  for  dram.a  and  ballet  students. 

I  had  a  talk  with  the  Stage  Director  of  the  Ar.erican 
Ballet  Theater  v/ho,  incidentally,  said  that  San  Francisco's 
strike  almost  financially  destroyed  the  American  Ballet.

RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Section  16.29-15,12  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  became  effective  on 
June  6,  1974,     It  provides  that  members  of  the  Retirement  System  may  nov;  obtain 
credit  for  retirement  purposes  for  service  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  rendered  in  a  part-time  position,  prior  to  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Retirement  System. 

The  legislation  provides  that  a  member  must  elect  within  ninety  days  of  the 
effective  date  to  receive  credit  for  part-time  service  and  the  ninety  day 
limitation  will  mean  that  the  election  must  be  made  prior  to  September  7,  1974, 
In  the  case  of  a  new  member,  the  election  for  part-tirr.e  service  credit  nust  be 
made  within  90  days  of  his  date  of  membership  in  the  Retirement  System, 

Anyone  wishing  to  obtain  credit  for  earlier  part-time  service  should  visit  the 
Retirement  System  office  and  complete  an  election  form.    The  member  should  also 
be  prepared  to  provide  us  v/ith  the  name  of  the  department  and  the  inclusive  dates 
of  his  part-time  service.     Section  16.29-15.12  provides  that  no  credit  can  be 
granted  unless  the  part-time  service  can  be  located  on  a  valid  City  payroll. 

After  the  part-time  service  has  been  verified  by  the  Retirement  System,  a 
calculation  of  the  contributions  payable  shall  be  made  and  the  member  will  be 
informed  of  the  amount  due. 

Credit  can  be  given  under  this  legislation  only  to  members  of  the  Rerirement 
System  under  Charter  Section  8.509  (Miscellaneous). 

PAY-  CHECKS 

Proposition  E  (to  increase  Retirement  benefits),  which  passed  in  the  last  June 
Election  affects  your  present  Retirement  benefits.     In  accordance  with  this 
new  ordinance,  the  cost  of  your  Retirement  contribution  was  increased  and  was 
reflected  on  the  permanent  pay  checks  received  July  10  and  on  the  temporary 
pay  checks  received  July  24, 
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EEA 

EEA  has  funded  the  Library  positions  that  were  frozen  on  July  1,  1974.  The 
people  on  the  existing  3616  Library  Technical  Assistant  I  list  in  eligibility 
order  will  be  called  for  these  EEA  positions  provided  they  meet  the  following 
EEA  requirements: 

(1)  Resident  of  San  Francisco. 

(2)  Unemployed  for  over  30  days. 

Exception  to  the  above  rule  (2)  are  those  employees  presently  paid  by  EEA. 
In  such  case,  these  people  v/ill  be  transferred  from  a  lower  paying  EEA  position 
to  the  Library  Technical  Assistant  I  position.

The  State  Library  Technical  Services  Bureau,  v;hich 
has  produced  this  nev/  bibliographic  tool,  expects  to  put 
out  a  new  edition  at  least  once  a  year.

The  thrust  of  the  ext^mely  ii^terestlng  Public  Library 
Clinic,  conducted  by  Prof  els.or^J^ohn^.T .  East  lick  of  the  University 
of  Denver  on  August  5-95  fe?^ ^ was^  that  although  San  Francisco 
and  several  other  public  lib^arl"^  ae,e  suffering  from  lack  of 
cominunity  and  financial  supp^t,  in  ^e  rest  of  the  country 
libraries  are  flourishing  and9grov;in^at  an  exponential  rate. 

Last  year  Denver  voters  approved  a  bond  issue  to  build 
three  new  branches,  and  a  $6,000,000  addition  to  the  main  build- 
ing is  planned  to  house  the  collection  of  over  3,000,000  volumes. 
The  library  is  converting  to  a  book  catalog  (possibly  on  micro- 
form), and  the  entire  system's  holdings  will  be  available  in 
every  branch  for  patron  examination. 

Staff  morale  is  exceptionally  high  at  Denver  Public 
Library,  due—at  least  in  part — -to  recently  enacted  flexible 
scheduling:     so  long  as  one  puts  in  his  or  her  Ho  hours  per 
week  and  meets  the  professional  responsibility  of  m.aking  cer- 
tain that  there  is  coverage  during  open  hours,  one  can  come  and 
go  at  will,  work  a  four  or  five  day  vreek,  or  skip  lunch  and  go 
home  an  hour  early.     The  only  confrontation  during  the  decision 
process  was  caused  by  the  city  fathers'  insistence  that  all 
staff  members  punch  a  time  clock  to  register  their  ^0  hours. 
When  it  appeared  that  flexible  scheduling  would  be  scrapped 
because  of  the  time-clock  issue,  the  librarians  conceded,  and 
they  now  punch  a  time  clock  and  comie  and  go  as  they  wish.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  CLINIC ...( continued) 


Public  support  is  greatly  enhanced  by  opening  the  main 
library  four  hours  every  Sunday  afternoon.     All  employees, 
Including  the  director  and  branch  and  technical  service  person- 
nel, work  every  fifth  Sunday  at  the  main  library.     Sunday  hours 
are  not  considered  part  of  the  regular  ^0-hour  week  and  are 
paid  for  as  overtime  at  time-and-a-half. 

It  was  suggested  by  Professor  Eastlick  that  if  San 
Francisco  were  to  add  Sunday  hours,  it  should  be  made  a  separ- 
ate line  item  in  the  budget,  so  that  if  there  were  a  budget  cut 
causing  their  discontinuance,  the  public  would  blame  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  rather  than  the  librarians  for  the  reduction  in 
service . 

Other  possibilities  for  bringing  SFPL  up  to  minimal  ALA 
standards  were  discussed — such  as  em.phaslzing  and  building  up 
our  main  library  as  a  reference-research  collection  and  shunt- 
ing the  ephemera  and  popular  material  to  the  branches.  Branches 
should  be  reduced  in  number  for  better  service.     San  Francisco's 
collection  represents  one  book  per  citizen;  the  ALA  rock-bottom 
standard  is  one-and-one-half  books  per  citizen,  and  a  dynamic, 
growing  research  collection  at  this  time  requires  from  tv;o  to 
two-and-one-half  books  per  citizen.     Again,  this  requires 
money  and  community  support,  vjhich  could  be  generated  by  a 
massive  public  relations  campaign  utilizing  the  media. 

Several  other  libraries  were  visited  during  the  clinic. 
The  nev7  University  of  Denver  Penrose  Library  (800,000  volumes) 
has  several  intriguing  features.     A  very  soft  hissing  is  pro- 
grammed into  the  air  conditioning  system,  which — coupled  with 
the  carpeting — deadens  sound  to  an  incredible  degree.  There 
are  egg-shaped  chairs  which  almost  totally  encase  the  reader 
(fun  and  very  primordial) .     Loss  is  protected  by  the  "Tattle- 
tape"  system  which  requires  no  guards;  I  tested  it  v.'lth  an 
uncharged  volume  and  was  prom.ptly  locked  in  with  a  bell  chiming. 
Cassette  tape  self-guided  tours  are  available  along  with  a 
computer  terminal  which  is  programmed  to  "talk"  with  the  reader 
on  how  to  best  use  the  library. 

The  University  of  Colorado  Libraries  at  Boulder  have  a 
completely  automated  circulation  system  which  not  only  can  tell 
where  every  book  is  at  a  given  time,  but  also  can  generate  user 
studies  to  Indicate  x\'hich  materials  are  in  demand. 

The  Colorado  legislature  has  Just  approved  $6,000,000  for 
a  new  law  library  for  the  Supreme  Court  and  a  similar  amount 
for  a  new  library  for  the  publicly-funded  State  Historical 
Society.     Sincerity  of  the  value  patrons  place  on  library  ser- 
vice is  tested  at  the  Denver  University  Law  Library.  Non- 
students  are  charged  a  $70  per  year  user  fee  (with  few  com- 
plaints) .

My  conclusion  is  that  Coloradoans  support  their 
libraries  in  a  big  v;ay  and  strongly  protect  their  state  in 
other  ways.     They  voted  down  having  the  V/orld  Olympics  in 
Colorado  in  1976  since  they  did  not  want  the  grandeur  of 
the  mountains  spoiled  by  pollution  and  commercialism.

MARSHALL  SQUARE  FOR  THE  LIBRARY 

In  the  next  few  weeks  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  have 
to  decide  ^^rhether  or  not  San  Francisco  will  proceed  with  long 
standing  plans  for  a  new  Main  Library/Recional  Resource  Center 
on  Marshall  Square. 

We  think  the  following  facts  dictate  that  Marshall  Sauare 
be  reserved  for  library  use: 

I .     San  Francisco  Public  Library  must  have  a  new  rain  Library 
building. 

A.  The  current  building  has  long  been  recognized  as  the 
most  inadequate  main  library  facility  in  the  United 
States . 

B.  Two  major  architectural  studies  have  proven  that  it 
is  impossible  to  rem.odel  the  current  building  into  an 
effective  library,  even  if  the  remodeling  included  a 
major  addition  to  Hyde  Street. 

C.  Both  studies  concluded  that  the  only  appropriate  solu- 
tion would  be  the  construction  of  a  new  Main  Library 
facility  on  the  Marshall  Square  site. 

D.  The  State  of  California  designated  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  as  a  Regional  Resource  Center  in  1967. 
Since  then  the  City  has  accepted  $1,6^^2,812  in  federal 
funds  to  develop  such  a  resource  center  vrith  the 
knowledge  that  an  appropriate  facility  to  house  it 
must  be  provided.     In  addition,  the  City  accepted  an 
advance  of  $125,000  from  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Develcpm.ent  for  the  preparation  of  pre- 
liminary plans  for  a  nev/  r'ain  Library  facility  on 
Marshall  Square. 

II .     Marshall  Square  is  the  only  appropriate  site  for  a  new 
Main  Library. 


A.     The  Bolles-Iiohrhardt-Ulveling  Report  of  196^  recor- 
mends  Marshall  Square  as  the  best  site  for  a  nevr  Xain 
Library , 


MARSHALL  SQUARE  FOR  THE  LIBRARY  (cont.) 


B.  In  every  discussion  v/lth  the  Library  between  July 
1967  and  December  1973,  the  Director  of  Planning  and 
the  Planning  Commission  staff  agreed  that  Marshall 
Square  is  the  best  site  for  a  new  r'ain.  Library 
facility. 

C.  On  May  I7,  I968,  the  Civic  Center  Technical  Coordi- 
nating Committee  recommended  that  Marshall  Square 
be  reserved  for  a  new  Main  Library. 

D.  In  1968-70  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  John  S.  Bolles , 
AIA,  and  the  City  Real  Estate  Department  surveyed 
every  piece  of  City-owned  property  in  San  Francisco. 
They  determined  that  except  for  Marshall  Square,  no 
piece  of  City-owned  property  was  worthy  of  serious 
consideration  as  a  site  for  a  new  Main  Library 

E.  Marshall  Square  as  a  site  for  a  new  Main  Library 
offers  unique  advantages  that  are  available  at  no 
other  site: 

1.  The  site  is  City-ovmed.     Costly  and  prolonged 
condemnation  procedures  are  not  necessary. 

2.  Site  preparation  (demolition  of  existing  struc- 
tures) would  be  minimal. 

3.  A  nev7  Main  Library  on  Marshall  Square  would 
allow  the  continued  use  of  the  current  I'ain 
Library  building.     (The  Director  of  Public  Works 
has  determined  that  the  current  building  could 
not  be  remodeled  for  efficient  use  by  any  other 
public  agency.) 

4.  Use  of  two  buildings,  on  adjacent  sites,  allows 
for  construction  of  a  considerably  smaller  and 
less  costly  facility  than  would  be  necessary  if 
the  entire  Main  Library /Regional  Resource  Center 
had  to  be  housed  in  a  new  building  at  sor.e  other 
site. 

5.  A  Civic  Center  location  is  the  most  desirable 
because  of  proxim.ity  to:     central  business  dis- 
trict, limited  access  freeway,  main  city  public 
transportation  routes,  BART,  and  city,  state  and 
federal  government  agencies. 

Ill .     Loss  of  Marshall  Square  v/ould  be  a  near-fatal  blow  to 
plans  for  Library  development  in  San  Francisco  I 

A.     Ten  years  and  several  hundred  thousands  of  dollars 
of  planning  would  be  completely  wasted. 
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MARSHALL  SQUARE  FOR  THE  LIBRARY  (cont.-2) 


B.  Development  of  new  plans  for  an  appropriate  I'.ain 
Library  would  take  several  years. 

C.  A  new  Main  Library  built  elsewhere  v/ould  cost  mil- 
lions of  dollars  more  than  one  built  on  !'arshall 
Square . 

D.  Any  such  new  plans  would  turn  the  current  r!ain 
Library  into  an  expensive  V/hite  Elephant. 

E.  Any  long  delay  in  planning  for  a  nev;  rialn  Library 
creates  a  very  real  risk  that  the  Library  ray  lose 
its  designation  as  a  Regional  Resource  Center  and 
the  federal-state  funds  that  are  available  for  the 
development  thereof. 

Loss  of  the  Marshall  Square  site  for  a  new  Main  Library 
will  cost  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco  millions  of  dollars. 
The  Public  Library  is  the  only  public  service  which  is  availa- 
ble free  to  every  citizen  of  the  City.     Delay  in  construction 
of  a  new  Main  Library  condemns  every  citizen  to  unnecessary 
years  of  denial  of  the  library  services  they  deserve  and  need. 

V/e  think  a  performing  arts  center  is  desirable.     We  also 
think  that  there  are  other  appropriate  locations  for  such  a 
facility  and  that  a  greater  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  City 
would  gain  a  greater  benefit  through  the  construction  of  a  new 
Main  Library  on  Marshall  Square.     In  any  case,  we  think  the 
alternative  proposals  should  be  subjected  to  further  Intensive 
review  and  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  asking  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  to  voice  their  opinions.

HEART  ATTACK  PRE^/ENTION  PROGRAM  (MRFIT) 

Each  year  many  thousands  of  men  under  the  age  of  sixty  die 
from  heart  disease.     These  deaths  might  be  prevented  if  the 
causes  of  the  disease  were  identified  and  treated  at  an  early 
stage . 

A  free  heart  disease  screening  test  will  be  offered  to 
all  men  35-57  years  old  as  part  of  a  rational  Heart  and  Lung 
Institute  sponsored  program,  the  Multiple  Risk  Factor  Interven- 
tion Trial  (MRFIT).     The  project  is  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
toll  of  our  nation's  num.ber  one  killer:     coronary  heart 
disease . 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  three  na.lor  risk  fac- 
tors:    cigarette  smoking,  high  blood  pressure  and  high  choles- 
terol.    The  initial  screening  examination  v/ill  consist  of  a 
brief  questionnaire,  blood  pressure  readings,  and  a  blood  test 
for  cholesterol.     The  process  will  take  about  15  minutes  and 
is  free .     The  results  are  strictly  confidential. 

All  eligible  men  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity.     The  fev;  minutes  spent  may  be  well  repaid  in 
future  health.

SECTION  28.05  -  20/20  WORK-TRAINING  F^OGRAM 

In  answer  to  several  inquiries  regarding  attending  school,  Civil  Service 
Rule  28.05  ic  quoted  below. 

Employees  under  regu^r.r  permanent  civil  service  appointment  upon  application 
may  be  assigned  with  pay,  not  to  exceed  twenty  hours  in  any  one  week,  to  attend 
classes  during  regular  working  hours  in  educational  institutions  approved  by  the 
General  Manager,  Personnel,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  replacement 
where  replacement  is  required  subject  to  the  following: 

1.  Permission  to  attend  classes  during  regular  working  hours  must  be 
recotnraended  by  the  appointing  officer  and  approved  by  the  General  Manager, 
Personnel,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for  replacement  where 
replacement  is  required, 

2.  The  class  or  classes  to  which  the  employee  would  be  promoted  will  be 
listed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  must  be  in  promotive  classes  where 
there  is  a  continuing  shortage  of  qualified  employees  to  fill  all  vacancies. 

3.  Such  assigned  time  with  pay  for  educational  purposes  shall  only  be 
granted  when  the  class  session  is  during  a  regvilar  work  shift  and  the  employee 
cannot  be  reassigned  to  another  work  shift. 

4.  Such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes  shall  not  be  granted  if 
the  course  is  available  at  time  other  than  the  employees'  regular  work  shift. 

5.  Such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes  with  pay  shall  not  be 
granted  to  employees  who  are  eligible  for  other  benefits  through  the  Veterans' 
Administration,  the  State  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs  or  other  benefit 
programs. 

6.  The  department  head  will  be  responsible  for  reviewing  and  checking 

the  attendance  of  the  employee  in  class  during  the  specified  assigned  tiir^,  and 
the  employee  on  such  assigned  time  must  return  to  work  status  when  school  is 
not  in  session. 

7.  Employees  granted  such  time  to  attend  classes  who  leave  the  service 
be  resignation  prior  to  a  two  year  period  following  ccripletion  of  the 
educational  course  or  courses  shall  be  subject  to  wiihholding  from  their 

final  pay  check  or  retirement  contributions  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  payroll 
cost  of  such  assigned  time  for  educational  purposes,   (New  Section  28.05 
adopted  6-29-73).

The  article  v/as  from  a  v/hite  paper  prepared 
by  the  Friends  of  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  should  have 
been  identified  as  such.

MANAGEMENT  AUDIT  REPORT  SEP  1  6  1Q74 

Most  of  the  staff  will  rerrjep^er  th(?  Jlanagement  Audit 
Report  (Harvey  Rose  Report)  v'hWIf^JTW^  l^^isT^W^fed  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  about  a  month  after  Dr.  Ttarr  was  nauned  Acting 
City  Librarian.     The  report  v/as  highly  critical  of  Library 
management  in  three  areas:     book  losses,  hours  of  service,  and 
discard  books . 

Because  of  the  numerous  changes  in  our  administration  in 
the  past  year,  and  a  seemingly  endless  stream  of  crises,  the 
Library  has  yet  to  deal  specifically  with  the  various  recom- 
mendations in  that  report.  But,  from  our  various  dealings 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  past  few  m.onths ,  it  has 
become  obvious  that  until  vie  do  respond  specifically,  we  are 
going  to  meet  serious  problems  v;ith  the  Supervisors. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  Supervisor  Feinstein,  Dr.  Starr 
spelled  out  the  reasons  v/hy  we  have  been  slov;  to  respond  and 
explained  that  vre  will  report  to  the  Supervisors  in  three 
separate  reports,  serially.     The  first  report  vrlll  deal  v:lth 
book  losses,  which  represent  the  greatest  area  of  savings  pro- 
posed by  the  Management  Audit  Report.     This  report  is  cur- 
rently in  preparation. 

Management  Audit  estimated  our  annual  book  losses  at 
70,000  volumes,  or  $^M5,0C0.     The  SFPL  response  will  be  based 
on  adoption  of  the  CLSI  circulation  system,  plus  changes  in 
the  floorplans  of  15  branches.     This  report  should  go  to  the 
Supervisors  before  the  end  of  October. 

The  second  section  of  the  Management  Audit  recommends 
opening  of  the  Tlain  Library  on  Sunday  and  increasing  branch

hours  by  a  total  of  over  110  hours — all,  of  course,  without 
any  Increase  in  staff.     (The  report  quotes  a  nur.ber  of  SFPL 
staff  members  as  supporting  such  an  increase  in  hours.)  A 
responsible  and  detailed  report  on  this  section  of  the  Manage- 
ment Audit  Report  is  beinp  clemanded  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  v/ill  be  started  in  the  next  fevr  weeks .     V'e  are 
going  to  have  to  present  a  complete  justification  for  our 
staffing  patterns.     The  underlying  assumption  of  the  Report  is 
that  the  Library  is  not  giving  the  people  the  service  they 
deserve  for  the  money  spent  on  Library  salaries.     V.'e  will  have 
to  Justify  our  assignmient  of  x  number  of  staff  to  order  or 
catalog  books... X  number  of  staff  to  man  the  Main  Library 
departments ...  and  num.ber  of  hours  a  branch  library  can  be  kept 
open  with  x  number  of  assigned  staff. 

Staff  input  regarding  this  subject  v;ill  be  appreciated. 

Following  the  report  on  staffing,  there  will  be  a  comi- 
plete  review  of  our  discard  policies  to  determine  If  the  City 
could  realize  any  profit  from  the  sale  of  discard  books.

KLA  and  the  Friends  learned  a  fev/  days  before  the  filing 
deadline  that  it  v;as  possible  to  get  a  policy  statement  re- 
garding Marshall  Square  on  the  November  197^  ballot.  There 
was  little  time  to  study  all  the  factors  involved  before  having 
to  collect  the  necessary  number  of  Supervisors'  signatures. 
Upon  further  consideration,  hov;ever,  it  was  reluctantly  decided 
that  it  would  be  impossible  in  tvjo  months  to  properly  plan  the 
kind  of  massive  campaign  necessary  to  insure  the  future  of  the 
Library.     The  lav;yers  v/ho  counsel  the  Friends  felt  that  our  tax 
status  would  be  jeopardized  by  usinn;  Friends'  funds,  and  KLA 
is  without  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  a  short-term  cam- 
paign.    With  neither  time  nor  money,  we  might  not  v;in  this 
November,  and  win  we  must  since  the  Marshall  Square  site  is 
essential  to  the  future  of  the  Library.     If  we  lost  this  time 
around,  the  Marshall  Square  site  v/ould  be  gone  forever.  This 
was  just  one  aspect  of  our  current  campaign.     We  are  continuing 
our  effort  by  circulating  petitions  and  making  individual  con- 
tacts with  Supervisors. 

VJe  vjill  also  carry  on  an  intensive  year-long  campaign  to 
build  grass-roots  support,  and  v.-ill  aim.  for  next  year's  ballot 
if  the  matter  has  not  been  satisfactorily  resolved  by  that 
time .

Normally  the  Library  charr-es  a  fine  of  5<t  per  day  that  a 
book  is  kept  beyond  the  loan  period  for  adult  m.aterials.

San  Francisco  Public  Libra-  ;'  does  not  cha'-ge  overdue  fines 
on  children's  mit^ri  Is.     (This  is  a  one-year  experlnent 
that  besan  in  April  197^.) 

Ho'.T  does  the  Library  h-^^.dlc 


No  fine  is  chargrd  for  bcc  :::  rriat  a  patron  reports  lost. 
The  patron  is  asked  to  pay  the  actual  cost  of  the  book, 
plus  a  processing  charge  (;1.00  for  adult  mat-.erials,  50 i 
for  children ' s ) . 

How  many  books  coe=-  the  Library  lose  in  a  year? 

Witi?-out  a  complete  inventory  of  the  Library,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  tail  exactly.     Tbe  following  are  only  estimates: 

Approximately  40,0C0  books  are   :hecked  out  and  never 
returned  each  year.     That  represents  2.  .29%  of  our  annual 
circulation  o/  3,100,000. 

The  1973  fanacement  Audit  r.  port  estim.ates  that  -.-.•e  lose 
another  30^000  booKS  each  year  that  have  not  been  checked 
out . 


The  average  price  of  a  library  book  today  is  a^proxirat ely 
$6.50.

BACKGROUND  (cont.) 

If  we  are  actually  losing  70,000  books  a  year,  that  repre- 
sents a  loss  to  the  Library  of  $^55,000.     (Our  book  budget 

for  197^/75  is  .^650, 000.) 

Book  losses  are  a  major  problem  for  all  libraries,  but  con- 
parable  statistics  are  not  available. 

Why  does  the  Library  lose  so  many  books? 

Lack  of  sufficient  staff,  lack  of  an  adequate  circulation 
system,  and  lack  of  physical  security  in  some  library 
facilities . 

Lack  of  staff: 

...long  lines  waiting  to  check  out  books  are  common. 
Some  patrons  becone  frustrated  and  simply  walk  out 
with  books. 

...manually  prepared  overdue  notices  must  be  timely  to 
be  effective.  Staff  shortages  have  caused  us  to  b3 
weeks  or  months  late  in  getting  these  notices  out. 

. . .most  big  libraries  hire  investigators  to  recover 

overdue  books  -     Such  investigators  recov--:^r  books  of  a 
value  two  or  three  tim.es  greater  than  their  salaries 
each  year.     Though  we  have  requested  permission  to 
hire  investigators  for  over  ten  years,  this  has  never 
been  allovjed. 

Lack  of  an  adequate  ci'.^culat ion  system: 

...In  196^,  because  the  City  would  not  provide  about 
$603000  to  replace  damaged  and  obsolete  equipm.ent, 
the  Library  was  forced  to  adopt  the  current  "self- 
charge"  circulation  system.     In  addition  to  dls- 
couraglr^g  Library  usage,  this  system  does  not  provide 
adequate  controls  to  protect  library  materials. 

Requests  for  funds  to  adopt  a  modem  circulation  sys- 
tem have  been  routinely  denied  by  City  Hall.  (Host 
recently  in  our  197^/75  budget  request.) 

The  Library  is  cui'rently  preparing  a  supplemental 
budget  request  for  a  new  ci.^culation  system.  This 
will  cost  about  $250,000  over  the  next  three  years. 
Measiired  against  our  annual  book  losses,  this  would 
easily  pay  for  Itself.

BACKGROUND  (cont.) 


Lack  of  physical  security: 

...Guards  are  now  stationed  at  the  exit  of  the  Main 

Libvary^  c.nd  we  believe  thc.t  book  losses  hive  been 
reduced  there.     But,  at  least  15  of  our  branches 
are  so  designed  that  patrons  may  easily  bypass  the 
checkout  desk-,  without  being  observed. 

The  Management  Audit  Report  estimates  that  this 
problem  could  be  corrected  through  the  expenditure 
of  approximately  $2^^,000.     All  Library  requests  for 
funds  for  equipment  have  been  denied  routinely  in 
the  past  five  years .

On  October  1,  197^,  the  rollowing  organizational  changes 
will  oofcur  within  the  Main  Library: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  "San  Francisco  History  Room."  This 
Department  will  be  housed  in  the  present  Special  Collec- 
tions location.     The  San  Fi-anclsco  collections  will  be 
enlarged  to  include  historic  and  archival  r^aterials  which 
are  in  process  of  being  transferred  from  various  city 
agencies  and  units  to  the  Library.

The  revamped  Department  will  be 
designated  ''San  Francisco  History  Room  and  Special  Collec- 
tions.''   Hours  of  service  will  be  Tuesday  through  Saturday, 
9:00  a.m.  to  6 :00  p.m. 

2.  Enlargement  of  the  General  Reference  Department  to  include 
general  periodicals  and  nevrspapers .     Miss  Edol  Ralth  will 
administer  these  functions  with  the  present  General  Refer- 
ence staff  and  the  addition  of  current  Periodical  Depart- 
ment public  service  staff  members.     The  technical  aspects 
of  Periodicals  Department's  work  (ordering,  claims,  EDP 
applications)  v/lll  be  managed  separately  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Dolores  Gater.     r!rs .  Gater  will  report 
directly  to  Mr.  James  Reilly,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Kaln 
Library . 

In  addition,  the  Genealogy  Collection  will  be  relocated  to 
the  southern  end  of  the  Periodicals  Room,  where  it  will  be 
managed  by  the  enlarged  General  Reference  staff. 


DEPOSITORY  OF  OFFICIAL  AGENDAS  AND  MINUTES 

San  Francisco  P'jbllc  Library  is  a  depository  for  San 
Francisco  city  documents.     In  January  of  this  year.  Ordinance 
No.  15-7^  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  obliged 
the  various  city  boards,  commissions  and  corrjr.lttees  to  deposit 
the  agendas  and  minutes  of  their  m.eetings  v.ith  the  Library. 
This  legislation  also  requires  the  Library  to  maintain  these 
publications  on  file.     Although  these  items  are  net  cataloged, 
the  Docmnents  Department  does  m.aintain  a  record  of  all  agendas 
and  m.inutes  received.     Library  departments  and  branches  should 
refer  all  inqu.iries  about  these  documents  to  the  Documents 
Departm.ent  in  the  Main  Library,  where  these  materials  v:lll  be 
made  available  to  the  public. 
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NEW  YORK  TIMES  IM^ORr.mT ION  BANK 


The  Main  Library  was  connected  by  telephone  line  with  the 
computer  for  the  Kev'  York  Times  Infor-natlon  Bank  on  r'.onrtay, 
September  16,     for  a  brief  demonstration  of  the  very  latest  in 
current  informatj.on  retrieval.     Advisory  Council  members, 
librarians  from  the  Main  subject  Q-partinen'js ,  EARC  staff,  and 
guests  from  San  Francisco  State  University  and  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Comm.erce  attended  the  cem^ons  ^ration . 
This  was  the  first  presentation  on  the  V/est  Coast.     The  Infor- 
mation Bank  has  been  used  for  two  years  in  the  East — at  the 
editorial  offices  of  the  New  York  Tim^s,  Library  of  Congress, 
University  of  Pittsburgh,  New  York  State  Library  and  several 
other  firms  and  institutions.     Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library, 
Martin  Luther  King;  Memorial  Library  and  the  Free  Library  of 
Philadelphia  are  public  libraries  v;hich  have  recently  installed 
it. 

The  data  bank  is  based  on  the  indexing  of  the  New  York 
Times  from  January  1,  I969,  right  u?  to  a  daily  sumir.ary  of  the 
headline  articles  of  the  current  day,  vrhich  are  fed  into  the 
com.puter  at  11:00  p.m.  each  day.     More  complete  indexing  of 
each  daily  issue  is  done  within  tv:o  to  four  days.     To  this  base 
is  added  news  selected  from  65  o:her  periodicals  and  news- 
papers, with  priority  ncvj  being  >--iven  to  the  Los  Angeles  Tires, 
Washington  Post,  Business  V/eek  and  V/all  Street  Journal  ijjsues 
of  1973  £^nd  197^.    As  time  permits,  abstracts  for  these  addi- 
tional sources  vjill  c.ate  back  to  1971. 

There  is  truly  a  v/orld  of  data  becoming  available  at  our 
fingertips.     The  CRT  terminal  (which  uses  natural  language  for 
the  most  part  and  is  operated  like  a  typev/riter)  is  the  key  to 
manipulating  the  data  to  receive  specific  ansv;ers  In  the  form 
of  abstracts  of  source  articles.     The  abstracts  are  available 
instantly  in  hard-copy.     The  thesaurus  uses  New  York  Tires 
Index  terms  which  are  constantly  being  updated  in  the  com- 
puter although  the  printed  version  Is  not  revised  yet.  How- 
ever, near  terms  are  accepted,  and  interpretations  are  made  by 
the  com.puter  to  guids-  the  operator  to  correct  new  terms.  Many 
modifiers  such  as  dat3,  section  of  the  newspaper  or  combina- 
tion of  subject  terms  can  narrow  or  broaden  the  search  in 
infinite  v/ays . 

An  avera-^e  ssarch  may  take  8  to  10  minutes  on  the  com- 
puter, while  a  searcn  through  indexes  and  files  of  periodicals 
could  have  taken  up  to  an  hour.     V/lthln  the  scope  of  the  data 
bank,  this  service  presents  the  fastest  access  to  current 
information  of  a  biographical,  editorial  and  factual  nature. 
Tables  of  statistics  are  not  included,  however,  so  there  Is 
still  need  to  use  certain  neac;-  reference  tools.     To  say  who 
among  library  users  will  benofit  m.ost  from  this  service  Is 
difficult.     Writers,  researchers,  students,  governrant  offi- 
cials, speakers,  and  anyone  relating  to  current  "movements" 
have  a  spectacular  source  available.     Funding  of  approxi- 
mately $15,000  per  year  is  needed  and  we  shall  hope  to  find  It.

Robert  Alvarez,  currently  City  Librarian  of  South  San 
Francisco,  is  the  son  of  the  newspaper  columnist  Dr.  Alvarez. 
Robert  Alvarez  is  the  editor  of  Administrator's  Digest  (remem- 
ber that  title,  magazine  people?!"!     Alvarez  has  a  rapid-fire 
delivery  in  the  best  toastmasters '  tradition.     He  surveyed  the 
last  15  years  of  library  literature,  extracting  a  fount  of 
uninhibited  ideas  on  "how  we  done  it  good..."    For  instance, 
Minneapolis  charges  businessmen  a  fee  for  library  services 
(look  out.  Chamber  of  Commercel).     Or:     "Carpeting  an  old 
library  can  give  it  a  whole  new  look" — which  would  greatly  help 
many  of  our  brsmches. 

Wes  Doak,  Audio-Visual  Consultant,  California  State 
Library,  was  as  lucid  as  ever  in  delineating  the  state  of  video 
and  cable  television  technology  in  California  libraries.     He  is 
supervising  our  pilot  project,  vrhich  was  mentioned  favorably. 

Finally  Betty  Gay,  that  charming  blithe  spirit  of  the 
shut-in  service,  described  her  program  which  serves  800  Los 
Angeleans  who  are  unable  to  come  to  libraries.     As  Director  of 
Service  to  Shut-ins,  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  Ms.  Gay  coor- 
dinates a  volunteer  unit  which  ranges  in  age  from  13  to  the 
elderly.- 

The  following  day  Ellen  Thompson,  YA  Services  Coordinator, 
Riverside  Public  Library,  and  Carol  Ann  Wltten,  YA  Services 
Coordinator,  Orange  County  Library  System,  told  us  how  they 
work  "getting  to  know  youth,"  or  successful  service  to  young 
adults . 

Riverside  Public  Library's  Ellen  Thompson  conducts  an  out- 
reach program  for  persons  13  through  Junior  college  age.  She 
rightly  states  that  controversy  is  an  Integral  part  of  young 
adult  work,  having  successfully  won  a  censorship  fight  over  a 
sex  education  pamphlet  entitled  "How  to  Keep  the  Wrong  Out  of 
Being  Close,  an  Egg  and  Sperm  Handbook."    Riverside  Public's 
YA  specialists'  service  to  young  adults  in  Juvenile  hall  has 
had  good  results. 

In  Orange  County,  Carol  Ann  Wltten  coordinates  a  dynamic 
program.     She  buys  comic  books  for  YAs  from  Friends'  m.oney . 
She  organizes  teen  volunteers  to  put  on  plays,  puppet  shows, 
song  fests  and  crafts  for  young  children.     YA  volunteers  get 
end-of-summer  certificates  for  this  service.     YA  photo  contests 
have  been  held,  and  a  poetry  event  called  "I  Never  Promised  You 
a  Rod  McKuen"  was  quite  successful.     The  poems  were  published 
in  an  attractive  pamphlet . 

Ms.  V/itten  visits  as  many  high  schools  and  Junior  high 
schools  in  Orange  County  as  is  practicable  each  year.  Judging 
from  her  delivery  to  librarians  in  San  Diego,  she  is  doubtless 
quite  successful  in  exposing  young  adults  to  the  possibility 
that  the  library  can  be  useful  and  could  even  be  fun.

Dear  Mr.  Wright; 

We  at  the  Librai''y  are  pleased  that  you  share  our  concern 
that  San  Francisco  is  not  receiving  the  library  service  that  a 
literate  and  sophisticated  metropolis  deserves  and  needs. 

HoT/:evor,  before  any  discussion  of  our  situation  can  be  use- 
ful, several  l'a.-:ts  must  be  borne  in  mind: 

...San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  the  smallest  staff  of 
any  ccmparaole  library  system  in  the  United  States. 

...San  Francisco  Public  Library  operates  more  branches  per 
capita/per  square  mile  than  any  comparable  library  sys- 
tem in  the  United  Statc-s. 

...Nationally,  metropolitan  cities  spend  an  average  of  2% 
of  their  annur.l  budgets  to  provid.3  library  service.  San 
Francisco  sper.ds  approximately  1% . 

By  any  pro^^es sional  standard,  San  Francisco  does  not  pro- 
vide its  citi:.e;iS  v/ith  "library  service"  -  v:e  sirr.ply  maintain 
book  warehouses.     To  turn  these  warehouses  into  libraries  we 
need  people  to  select,  catalog,  and  shelve  books... we  need 
people  to  help  patrons  use  the  catalog,  to  locate  the  materials 
and  to  use  the  many  information  resources  v/e  do  have. 

In  the  past  14  years  the  level  of  real  ''li'.-^rary  service"  in 
San  Francisco  has  increased  drnnatlcally .     Not  because  of  any 
significant  increase  in  financial  support,  but  exclusively 
through  the  dedicated  efforts  of  a  staff  that  has  made  effectlvs 
use  of  v;hat  resources  we  do  have. 

The  Library  believes,  and  has  believed  for  several  years, 
that  the  Main  L:'.jra.-y  should  be  open  on  Sunday.     V'e  have  submit- 
ted budget  requests  to  provide  such  service ...  they  ha"e  all  berrn 
denied.    We  are  reluctant  to  open  Sundays  at  the  expense  of  the 
level  of  "library  service"  that  will  be  available  to  the  citi- 
zens of  San  Francisco. 

V/hich  brings  us  to  the  Management  Audit  (Rose)  Report.  As 
you  point  out,  this  report  was  submitted  at  a  tiine  when  the 
Library  ^^Ja5  in  the  midst  of  a  major  reorganization.     The  forr.er 
City  Librarian  resigned  and  three  months  later  the  Assistant 
City  Librarian  also  resigned.     In  the  r.eantime..  my  own  appoint- 
ment as  City  Librarian  was  the  cause  of  considerable  contro- 
versy.    Against  that  background,  and  v;ith  the  problem.s  we  face

keeping  the  Library  open  each  day,  we  think  our  slowness  in 
replying  to  the  Management  Audit  Report  can  be  understood,  if 
not  approved. 

Your  readers  deserve  to  know  that  the  Management  Audit 
Report  made  suggestions  in  three  areas:     book  losses;  open  hours, 
staffing  patterns-  end  discard  books.     The  largest  savings  pro- 
posed by  the  report  are  in  the  area  of  book  losses,  and  that 
area  of  the  report  has  received  our  primary  attention.     A  great 
deal  of  staff  time  has  been  devoted  in  the  past  eight  months  to 
the  preparation  of  a  proposal  to  meet  the  goals  sei;  In  the 
Management  Audit  Report.     Our  proposal  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  next  fev;  weeks.     We  are  currently 
X'jorking  on  the  open  hours/staffing  patterns  suggestion  and  then 
will  proceed  to  deal  with  the  discard  books  problem. 

On  the  surface,  the  Management  Audit  suggestion  that  we 
simply  transfer  29  people  from  Friday  to  Sunday  schedules,  is 
very  attractive.     Unfortunately,  there  are  many  details  which 
make  implementation  extremely  difficult.     We  are  working  on 
these  problems — some  can  be  so:'.ved,  others  are  r.ore  difficult. 
Some  of  these  considerations  include: 

. . .Management  Audit  measured  work-load  only  in  terms  of 
books  checked  out.     Apparently  no  consideration  was 
given  to  reference  service,  collection  development  and 
mainten '-r.ee ^  programs,  and  other  assignments  that  m.ust 
be  completed  by  cur  public  service  staff.  Management 
Audit  reports  that  Friday  is  our  least  busy  day.     We  do 
not  believe  this  to  be  ti^ue.     The  dem.and  for  telephone 
reference  service  is  much  higher  on  Friday  than  it  is 
on  Saturday.     In  addition,  Friday  is  the  only  day  when 
we  can  carry  out  in-service  training  programs,  book 
selection  meetings,  and  other  committee  assignments 
that  raquire  participation  of  both  branch  and  Main  staff 

.  .  .Management  Audit  dealt  v/ith  our  staff  simply  as  numbers 
with  apparently  no  consideration  of  the  fact  that  some 
assigniPriits  require  a  Clerk  Typist,  and  others  require  a 
Librarian  I,  or  a  Library  Technical  Assistant.     I  sup- 
pose if  we  were  trying  to  be  no  miore  than  a  book  ware- 
house, \:e  could  sim.ply  assign  any  29  peop?-e  we  could 
find  to  open  the  library  on  Sunday,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  would  be  a  responsible  approach. 

...Scheduling  is  a  major  problem  because  we  must  meet  some 
very  simple  rules  which  govern  all  city  employees.  City 
employees  v:or-k  a  40  hour  week  -  five  eight-hour  days. 
We  cannot  ask  th-^-m  to  work  split  shifts,  and  we  must 
allow  them  tvjo  consecutive  days  off.     We  have  ^3 
Librarians  available  to  provide  public  service  in  the 
Main  Library,  vjhich  has  nine  public  departm.ents .  (You 
m.ust  plan  that  3  or  ^  of  these  people  v/ill  be  sick  or  on

vacation  every  day).     Monday  through  Friday  we  are  open 
twelve,  hours,  requiring  tv;o  shifts.     V/e  ' are  currently  open 
9  hours  on  Saturday,  requiring  a  third  shift.     To  open  on 
Sunday  would  require  dividing  our  staff  into  yet  anothoi' 
shift.     Assuming  you  schedule  only  a  skeleton  staff  cn 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  you  will  still  have  a  major  portion 
of  the  staff  unavailable  on  either  Monday  or  '^^uescay 
(31.^^  of  our  circulation)  or  Thursday  and  Friday 
(26.3^  of  our  circulation).     In  brief,  you  end  up  with 
a  skeleton  staff  on  four  of  the  seven  days  of  the  week. 
That  is  not  a  library,  that  is  a  book  warehouse. 

. . .Management  Audit  does  report  that  it  would  take  at  loast 
five  new  employees  to  open  the  Main  on  Sunday:     1  Watch- 
m.an,  2  Janitors,  1  Engineer  and  1  Elevator  Operator. 
(We  would  insist  on  at  least  t;;o  V7at  chrr.en , )     The  current 
cost  of  those  five  (or  six)  employees  is  going  to  be 
considerably  higher  than  the  figure  suggested  last  year. 
Since  the  r'ancgenent  Audit  Report  we  have  suffered  a 
major  cut  in  the  number  of  Pages  employed.     Sunday  open- 
ing would  necessitate  additions  to  cur  Page  budget.  The 
Library  simply  does  not  have  the  resources  to  open  on 
Sunday  v^^ithouo  these  increases  in  our  budget.     We  are 
currently  pr^-paring  a  supplementary  budget  request  to 
provide  Sunday  opening. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  drav/n  to  the  shortcomings 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  in  the  past  few  months.  I 
would  hope  that  we  will  have  your  assistance  in  keeping  these 
problems  before  the  public.     We  v/ould  hope  that  you  would  Join 
us  in  urging  real  improvements  in  true  "library  service"  rather 
than  urging  palliatives  for  our  book  warehouses.

No  doubt  you  are  all  familiar  v;ith  the  fact  that 
Harold  Zellerbach  formally  presented  the  City  with  a 
promise  of  a  $1  million  donation  from  the  Zellerbach 
Family  Fund  for  a  Performing  Arts  Center  (Symphony 
Hall).     Construction  of  the  facility  would  probably 
begin  in  1978  according  to  Samuel  Stewart,  who  is 
Director  of  the  Sponsors  of  the  Performing  Arts 
Center . 

This  gift  is  conditional  upon  the  City  making 
$1  million  a  year  available  for  the  PAC.    To  date,  $2 
million  in  revenue  sharing  funds  has  been  budgeted. 

KEEP  LIBRARIES  ALIVE  attended  a  hearin";  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee,  which  was 
considering  Terry  Francois'  proposal  to  withdraw  the 
$2  million  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds.     KLA  pointed  out 
that  the  Library  had  received  only  $l6l,9^5  and  had 
asked  for  $27^,600. 

The  petition  and  resolution  campaign  deadline 
has  been  extended,  as  it  now  appears  that  the  use  of 
Marshall  Square  will  not  come  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  until  November,     fluch  work  is  under  way, 
but  the  main  areas  of  activity  are: 

Petitions:     A  drive  for  petitions  has  been  spon- 
sored by  Keep  Libraries  Alive.     Not  only  are  the 
petitions  effective  with  the  Supervisors,  but  they 
educate  the  public  as  v/ell.     We  need  the  help  of 
staff  as  well  as  public  in  getting  enough  signatures 
to  be  effective.     Over  1,000  signatures  were  obtained 
at  the  mini-booksale .     Volunteers  v:ill  campaign  at 
the  Labor  rally  Saturday  in  Civic  Center. 

Resolutions :     Members  of  the  Friends'  Board  of 
Directors  have  been  attending  meetings  of  various 
community  organizations  seeking  resolutions  for  the 
Library's  cause.     At  this  time,  we  have  about  20 
organizations  acting  on  the  Library's  behalf.  These 
have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Poly  City  Post  on 
October  9,  197^: 

XXX 

Kicking  San  Francisco,  like  football  and  darts,  is  becom- 
ing a  national  sport.     Indeed,  it  is  hard  to  find  a  newspaper 
these  days  that  doesn't  throw  a  stone  at  some  San  Francisco 
institution . 

Many  of  these  reports  fail  to  tell  the  whole  story.  Of 
them  one  may  say,  as  Nancy  Musner  v/rote,  "They — the  team 
m.aking  a  certain  report — did  not  consider  the  quality  of  ser- 
vice given.     They  counted  people  without  any  concern  for  v/hat 
they  did." 

Take  Ms.  Musser's  major  concern,  the  public  library. 
Here  is  an  institution  that  provides  a  high  degree  of  service 
in  spite  of  such  problems  as  outmoded  budget  procedures,  an 
archaic  m.c.in  library,  an  cppres?lv-e  civil  service  lav/  and, 
most  of  all,  a  lack  of  funds. 

In  1972-73  the  San  Francisco  Public  Lib-^ary  operated  on 
a  smaller  tax  rate  than  libraries  in  such  cities  and  cecities 
as  Berkeley,  Marin  County,  Oakland,  San  Jose,  Santa  Clara 
County  and  Stanislaus  County.     Yet  for  several  of  these  It 
remained  a  m.ajor  resource  and,  indeed,  the  center  of  area- 
wide  library  service. 

In  spite  of  its  v;ornout  main  library,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  offers  some  truly  notev;orthy  departments.  One 
of  these  is  a  file  of  lOth  and  19th  century  pictures;  another 
is  its  Martin  Luther  King  Memorial  Negro  History  Collection 
and  still  another  is  its  files  on  regional  artists  and  musi- 
cians . 

For  me  one  of  the  most  valuable  collections  is  kno'.^  as 
the  Sen  Francisco  History  Room..     During  the  last  few  years 
this  department  has  opened  its  files  so  they  a^e  more  accessi- 
ble and  taken  olhc-r  steps  to  m.ake  history  exciting.  For

example,  history  pictures  have  been  copied  for  public  use,  a  pho- 
tographer has  been  engaged  to  record  current  events  with  photo- 
graphs.    Already  these  and  many,  many  other  services  are  provid- 
ing resea-.chsr?  ^  especially  students  from  the  universities,  with 
r.iaterialr;  tnat  are  not  available  elsewhere. 

This  does  not  say  that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has 
overcome  its  probj.ems,  or  even  given  hope  that  it  will  sur-nount 
them  unless  changes  are  made,  but  it  does  say  that  city  officials 
ha.ve  in  the  present  services  the  foundations  upon  v;hlch  they 
could  build  an  institution  that  would  do  credit  to  a  city  as  won- 
derful as  San  Francisco. 

Let  the  officials  realize  that  history  shows  that  few  cities 
gro^^^  memorable  that  do  not  provide  notable  public  libraries.  Let 
them  understand  thv.'c  today's  library  is  a  place  where  more  than 
books  are  maintained.     It  now  provides  a  testament  of  the  life 
that  swirls  about  in  film,  tapes,  records,  video  film,  cassettes 
and  every  other  form  of  communication  being  used  as  well  as 
books . 

To  provide  such  a  library  in  San  Francisco  v;ill  be  a  great 
task  to  tackle  but  future  generations  will  bless  the  memory  of 
mayors  and  supervisors  who  rise  to  the  occasion.

Ms.   Effie  Lee  Morris  and  I  attended  the  conference  cf  the 
California  Council  on  Children  and  Youth,   October  17-19,    197'' , 
at  the  i'rancisco  Torres  Conference  Center  near  Conta  B  r.rbara . 
Approximately  200  persons  from  workshops  explored  various  sub- 
jects covering  the  periods  from  infancy  through  adolescence . 
As  a  panel  member  in  a  workshop  concerning  library  services  to 
preschoolers y   I  talked  about  the  Early  Childhood  Project. 
This  was  the  first  time   libraries  have  been  involved  in  the 
program,   and  all  feedback  indicated  great  appreciation  for  our 
participation . 

Every  keynote  speaker  was  excellent,   and  workshops 
attended  were  all  informative  and  very  interesting .  Keynote 
speakers  included  Dr.   Annabel  Teberg,  who  spoke  of  her  work 
with  premature  infa.its  ar.d  the  need  to  closely  involve  and 
encourage  the  parents  i-r.  the  care  and  nurturance  of  trie  baby; 
Ms.   Sally  Williame  from  the  Committee  on  Children's  Television 
spoke  of  the  effects  of  television  programming  on  preschool 
children;   two  young  people--Mr .  Ernest  Hernandez  and  Mc. 
Virginia  Lopez--spcke  about  the  concept  of  peer-teaching 
(young  people  teaching  other  young  people)  and  their  experi- 
ences with  it;  and  Dr.   Schwartz  spoke  about  the  basic  needs 
and  behavior  of  today's  young  people  and  the  necessity  for 
programs  which  meet  those  needs  and  provide  a  real  challenge 
to  young  people. 

It  is  very  difficult  in  a  short  article  to  convey  just 
what  being  a  part  of  this  conference  really  meant  to  me.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  informative ,   stimulating,   exciting ,  and 
extremely  HUMAN  experiences  I've  ever  enjoyed.

ACCESSING  FEDERAL  STATISTICAL  RESOURCES 

From  November  11  through  1^,  I  attended  a  Seminar  on 
Accessing  Federal  Statistical  Resources  in  Suitland,  ''aryland, 
a  suburb  of  IJashington.     The  sem.inar  v;as  presented  by  the 
Census  Bureau  to  a  group  of  35  librarians  from,  across  the 
country,  most  of  them  from  university  and  special  libraries 
(I  vjas  one  of  5  or  6  public  librarians).     Its  purpose  vas  to 
give  their  prepared  sendnar  a  test  run,  so  to  speak,  and  to 
get  our  reactions  and  evaluation  in  order  to  turn  it  into  a 
workshop  to  be  presented  around  the  U.S.

ACCESSING  FEDERAL  STATISTICAL  RESOURCES  (continued) 


This  was  the  best-organized  meeting  I've  ever  attended. 
Most  of  the  participants  v/ere  staying  In  V'ashlngton,  and  we'd 
meet  at  the  Department  of  Cor.rrerce  building  at  8:30  a.m.  to  be 
loaded  cn'-:o  a  bus  (much  like  a  farniworkers '  bus)  vfhlch  took  us 
to  Suitland  (a  place  with  many  federal  buildings,  closely 
resembling  a  military  installation).     Each  day  was  tightly 
scheduled  from  t}:e  monent  we  ari-ived,  with  speakers  and  '  exer- 
cises'' aimed  at  f amiliar.-'izlng  us  with  axl  the  printed  reoorts 
from  the  Censuses  of  Population,  Housing,  Manufactures,  Retail 
Trade,  Construction,  etc.,  as  well  as  v;ith  what  is  available 
on  computer  tapes. 

The  quality  and  complexity  of  the  various  portions  of  the 
seminar  varied.     The  morning  of  the  first  day  vient  rather  slowly 
as  the  speakers  reiterated  what  m.ost  of  us  knew  well:     the  use 
of  the  population  reports  fromi  the  1970  census.     We  did  get  a 
bonus  that  day,  hov/ever,  in  the  form  of  a  brand  new  Index  to 
most  of  the  1Q70  reports  which  will  be  a  real  helD  to  us.  From 
that  point  on,  the  first  two  days  were  quite  inter*=st Inr,  the 
high  points  being  a  discussion  of  some  of  the  Current  Popula- 
tion Reports  series  and  one  on  the  preparations  already  being 
made  for  the  I98O  censuses.       The  third  day  vre  heard  from  the 
heads  of  the  divisions  concerned  v^ith  the  other  censuses;  much 
of  this  ^^Jas  a  replay  of  a  meeting  I  attended  here  last  ''arch 
and  would  have  benefitted  from  changes  in  presentation  and 
scope.     On  our  final  day  we  had  some  non-Census  Bureau  speakers: 
a  woman  from  the  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  explained  its  role 
as  the  preparer  and  interpreter  of  the  nation's  economic 
accounts,  and  speakers  from  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  and 
HEW  told  about  their  statistical  programs.     That  afternoon  we 
filled  out  individual  questionnaires  giving  our  opinions  of 
the  entire  sem^inar,  and  then  broke  into  groups  of  5  or  7 
to  discuss  future  seminars  and  how  they  might  be  improved. 
Many  com.m.ents  were  generated  by  the^e  short  meetings,  most  of 
them  suggesting  a  shorter  length  (one  can  rarely  be  allowed  av/ay 
from  the  Job  for  four  days),  a  narrov/er  scope,  a  chance  to  hear 
from  som.e  lower-echelon  people  instead  of  only  the  "chiefs,"' 
and  expressing  the  desire  to  participate  more.  Including  being 
given  the  chance  to  v7ork  independently  on  the  exjrclses  rather 
than  being  taken  through  them  step-by-step.     Great  admiration 
was  shown  for  the  organization  and  planning  of  the  seminar. 

My  ovm  feeling  is  that  the  four  days  had  their  ups  and 
doims  but  that  I  gained  considerably  more  understanding  of  the 
Census  Bureau  and  its  activities,  as  vrell  as  additional  famil- 
iarity with  Its  reports.     I  think  my  tim>e  '-as  veil  spent,  and  in 
addition  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  m.y  first  visit  to  V,ashington,  D.C.  , 
which  is  Impossible  to  see  in  tvro  days  no  matter  how  many  miles 
one  walks.     It  is  definitely  a  place  to  visit  again,  preferably 
vjhen  Congress  is  in  session  and  there's  an  opportunity  to  watch 
our  legislators  do  their  thing.

The 
Main  Library  and  the  four  branches  v;ill  be  open  for  public  ser- 
vices from  1:00  p.m.  to  6:00  p.m.     The  Sunday  operations  are 
part  of  a  si»-month  ''Experiment  in  Excellence,"  made  possible 
through  the  federally  funded  Comprehensive  Emnloyment  Training 
Act . 

Branches  were  selected  on  the  basis  of  geo.rraphical  loca- 
tion, public  transportation  accessibility,  parking  facilities, 
branch  size,  collections  ana  previous  usage  patterns. 

Personnel  hired  through  the  C.E.T.A.  Program  were  hired  to 
work  Sunaays  and  there x'ore  will  carry  the  major  share  of  the 
Sunday  work.     All  other  staff  members,  including  librarians  and 
support  staff  from  all  departments  and  branches,  will  be 
required  to  participate  on  a  rotating  basis.     The  schedules 
vjlll  be  T'onday  through  Friday,  Tuesday  through  Saturday,  and 
Sunday  through  Thursday.     Because  additional  open  hours  and 
increased  staff  represent  a  dramatic  change  in  working  condi- 
tions, scheduling  is  still  under  consideration. 

On  Sunday  the  library  building  v^ill  be  open  to  staff  from 
7:00  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m.     On  Sunday  all  staff  mer.bers  must  be  on 
duty  for  public  service  from  1:00  p.m.  to  6:00  p.m.     The  remain- 
ing three  hours  of  work  are  flexible  and  subject  to  schedule 
by  your  supervisor.     The  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  does 
not  allov:  for  premium  pay  for  Sunday  hours.     It  allows  employees 
to  be  paid  for  only  the  hours  actually  v/orked.     According  to  the 
Fair  Labor  Standards  Act ,  eriployees  may  not  work  more  than  ^0 
hours  a  week;  and  according  to  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordi- 
nance, employees  may  not  vrork  more  than  8  hours  a  day  unless 
overtime  is  paid  or  the  employee  is  a  '"Z"  symbol  employee 
(Librarian  II,  Librarian  III,  Chief  and  Coordinator,  etc.).  "Z" 
symbol  employees  m.ay  work  for  compensatory  time  which  must  be 
used  within  the  fiscal  year  (by  June  30,  1975)  unless  specific 
permission  is  received  from  the  General  Manager,  Personnel 
(Civil  Serviced     Vfith  sucii  permission,  compensatory  tine  can  be 
carried  for  only  an  additional  six  months.     Other  employees-- 
such  as  3630  Librarian  I,  :ol6  Library  Technical  Assistant  I, 
3618  Library  Technical  Assistant  II,  etc. — may  not  'vork  for  com- 
pensatory time. 

On  Easter  Sunday  the  Library  v.'ill  be  closed.     This  is  not  a 
City  holiday  by  definition  in  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordi- 
nance, and  no  pay  can  be  made  for  that  date  unless  actually 
vjorked.     Therefore,  supervisors  v;ill  have  to  reschedule 
employees  who  would  normally  work  that  Sunday  in  order  that  they 
may  vjork  ^0  hours  that  vjeek.

Seventeen  (17)  of  the  31  new  librarians  have  already  been 
hired.

Am.ong  those  violations  cited  v/ere  Illegal  uses  of  exten- 
sion cords,  inadequate  grille  coverings  for  fans,  unstable 
storage  shelving  and  lockers,  failure  to  maintain  ladders  In 
good  condition,  and  failure  to  provide  a  minimum  of  two 
changes  of  air  per  hour. 

The  only  major  problem  Is  the  ventilation  of  the  first 
floor.

PEJFORMING  ARTS  CENTER,  CONTINUED 

The  City  Attorney's  Office  handed  dovm  an  opinion 
on  Wednesday,  December  18,  that  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  holds  title  to  the  former  Commerce  High 
School  site.     The  Board  of  Education  has  had  Jurisdic- 
tion over — not  title  to — that  property. 

According  to  the  ruling  v.hich  was  based  on  the 
City's  Administrative  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
would  have  the  right  to  designate  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty.    Unless  negotiations  between  the  Supervisors  and 
the  Board  of  Education  break  down,  this  legal  opinion 
would  not  be  used.     Supervisor  Ron  Pelosi  v;lll  meet 
with  school  officials  on  Friday  to  try  to  v.'ork  out  an 
agreement  on  the  use  of  the  site. 


CHRISTMAS  OFFICE  PARTIES 


The  State  Supreme  Court  recently  ruled  In  McCarthy  v. 
Workmen's  Compensation  Appeals  Board  (197^)  12  Cal.Sd  Cll 
that  foj.^  pui-poses  of  workmen's  compensation  recovery  an 
employ^^::-  is  responsible  for  an  employee's  death  or  injury, 
resulting  frcrn  recreat londl  or  social  activity  on  cov-iJ^r.y  pre- 
mises, approved  with  the  express  or  implied  perm.l?G.Lon  of  the 
employer , 

In  reviewing  the  Court's  ruling,  the  City  Attorney  con- 
cluded   that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fro.nclsco  might  be 
held  lic.ble  as        employer  under  the  workm.an's  com.pensitlon 
laws  to  any  emoloyee  who  suffers  injuries  as  a  result  of 
becoming  intoxicated  at  a  so-called  'office  party.'" 

However,  Mr.  O'Connor  addec  that  the  McCarty  decision 
"does  not  apply  to  office  parties  v;hich,  althouc^^  funded  by 
the  employees,  are  held  on  premises  other  than  the  City  and 
County's  and  after  normal  working  hours.".   .  . 

Under  the  above  circumstances,  it  should  be  abundantly 
clear  that  no  holiday  festivities  held  on  City  premises  shall 
involve  the  use  of  i-^xtoxicant  s  . 

It  is  imperative  that  you  take  all  necessary  actions  to 
enforce  this  Court  rulin,^.     Thank  you  for  your  cooperation.

FROM  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN'S  DESK  (DECEMBER  197^) 

Employment  discrimination  by  private  employers  on  the 
basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  sex  and  national  orifin  vras 
prohibited  by  Title  VII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  196i< .  In 
1972,  the  Equal  Employment  Opportunities  Act  extended  that 
coverage  to  public  employers.     Case  law  developing  from  these 
Acts  has  established  the  following  principles: 

1.  If  employment  practices  are  shown  to  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  a  protected  class,  the  selection  criteria 

used  by  the  er.ployer  must  be  shov;n  to  be  Job- 
related. 

2.  The  burden  for  demonstrating  the  Job  relatedness  of 
the  selection  criteria  falls  upon  ':he  defendant  (the 
employer) . 

S'^lection  crite-.^la  can  include  all  aspects  of  employment 
and  licensing  practices,  from  minimum  qualifications  (degrees, 
physical  attributes,  age)  to  standards  used  by  supervisors  In 
rating  employees  for  prom.otional  opportunity. 

Guidelines  for  compliance  with  the  federal  laws  have  now 
been  developed.     The  federal  compliance  agencies  are  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportunities  Commission,  the  U.S.  Tepartment  of 
Justice,  and  the  Department  of  Labor. 

California  has  a  comparable  law,  the  Fair  Em.ployment 
Practices  Act,  v/hich  is  admj.nistered  by  the  Fair  Employment 
Practices  Commission. 

The  State  of  California  and  a  number  of  local  public 
Jurisdictions  have  already  begun  efforts  to  move  into  cor^.pli- 
ance  with  the  various  lav/s  and  guidelines. 

The  state  has  recognized  the  need  for  expertise  In  work- 
ing with  the  guidelines  in  the  development  of  fair  and  defen- 
sible selection  standards.     A  Joint  powers  authority  composed 
of  state  and  local  r,  :vernr.ients ,  known  as  the  Selection  Con- 
sulting Center,  has  oeen  established  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  public  Jurisdictions.     Many  California  Jurisdictions 
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have  already  partlcipatec!  in  consortia  for  the  development  of 
fire  and  police  selection  systems  by  the  Selection  Ccnsulting 
Center . 

The  subject  was  discussed  at  a  nurpber  of  the  programs  at 
the  recent  conference  of  the  California  Library  Association. 
The  profession  has  a  natural  interest  in  seeing  that  any 
necessary  changes  in  the  traciitional  caraer  ar^pects  of 
librarianship  are  established  on  a  rational,  fair  and  uniform 
b  c  •  s  i  s  . 

Several  committees  were  asked  to  study  the  various 
implications  of  compliance.     One  suggestion  v;as  that  the 
public  library  community  form  a  consortium  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  a  set  of  validated  Job-related  selection  systems 
for  library  classifications.     Participation  in  a  consortium 
by  a  la^rge  number  cf  Jurisdictions  would  rel'rce  costs  and 
administrative  time  for  each  participant,  v;hile  improving  the 
probability  of  demonstrating  validity  through  a  broad  base  of 
experience . 

While  activities  thus  far  have  been  triggered  by  a  grow- 
ing consciousness  of  the  rights  of  minorities  and  the  fair 
employment  of  minority  persons,  I  believe  any  ne*4  action 
taken  in  California  must  be  responsive  to  the  needs  and 
rights  of  EVERYONE. 

We  at  the  State  Library,  in  cooperation  vrith  a  planning 
task  force  of  public  librarians,  wili  soon  be  exploring  the 
feasibility  of  ?uch  a  consortium.     We  expect  to  convene  a 
general  meeting  of  interested  library  administrators  early 
in  1975,  and  will  announce  details  of  this  meeting  shortly. 


"THE  CREATION" 

For  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  at  V'estern  Addition 
Branch,  we  had  our  largest  turn-out  from  the  V/estem  Addition 
community.  We  also  had  people  from  all  areas  of  San 
Francisco:  senior  citizens,  young  adults,  children  smd  fami- 
lies. The  bran.'h  alcoves,  floors,  chairs  and  outside  wlndov/s 
were  covered  vjith  300+  people. 

The  overture  vras  soulful  rhythmic  beating  from  conga 
drums  and  v;ind  percussions  which  got  people  into  a  mood  to 
v/atch  a  performing  dance  troupe.     This  program  was  directed 
by  the  talented  Raymond  Sav;yer.     The  performers  are  students 
and  professionals  of  the  Black  Dance  Institute.     With  the 
dimming  of  the  library  lights,  rays  of  colored  spatial  thea- 
trical lights  lit  up  the  stage  and  the  program  began,  "The 
Creation . " 
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"THE  CREATION''  (continued) 


"The  Creation"  is  a  dance  musical  of  life.     The  twenty 
dancers  displayed  modern  dance,  Afro-jazz  and  creative  dance 
techniques  and  forms  that  viere  very  professional.  The 
dancers  canced  together  in  harr.ony  and  rhyt'^'-a,  f  en  each 
dancer  did  a  solo  dance.    The  audience  applauded  each  dancer. 
They  also  clapped  and  chanted  to  the  music  and  to  the  dancers 
they  enjoyed  the  most.     The  dancer?  did  a  great  job  of  shov;- 
ing  life  in  its  relationsiiip  to  rhythm.     T::ey  chanted  scunds 
and  echoes  of  Africa.     Each  dancer  represented  a  certain  seg- 
ment of  life.     Two  dancers  read  poetry  and  did  a  dance  of  an 
African  Yoruba  goddess.     The  last  stage  of  the  dance  was  olJ 
age.     The  spontaneity  and  style  of  the  African  dancer  sent 
the  audience  into  a  trance  of  patting  their  feet  and  poppln,-^ 
their  fingers.     High  jun^ping,  head  shal:ing,  arm  syringing  and 
sweating  bodies  moved  the  spirited  dancers  to  share  their 
best  with  us. 

Raymond  Sawyer  was  the  star  of  the  show,  with  his  grace- 
ful movements  and  his  bird-like  fineness.     He  was  like  the 
Rudolph  Nureyev  of  Afro-jazz  dancing.     The  audience  chanted 
him  on  and  on,  and  he  perform.ed  and  performed.     He  convinced 
everyone  that  the  body  is  the  temple  of  the  soul. 

The?-e  was  sc  much  heat  generated  by  the  dancers  that 
all  the  v.'indows  m  th.3  branch  '■-ere  fogged  up.     The  people 
from  the  inside  helped  unfog  the  windows  so  that  the  crowd 
outside  could  see.     This  fabulous  program  ended  with  applause 
conga  drum  playing  and  everyone  saying  that  this  v;as  a  fantas 
tic  (excellent,  baadd,  great)  dance  program.     Good  vibrations 
were  being  generated  all  over  the  branch  about  this  dance 
troupe.     I  was  very  glad  the  program  v;as  a  success  and  that 
there  v;ere  a  lot  of  peorile  fro'-.-'.  V.'estern  ACditlon.     I  have 
to  agree  with  Leni  Sloan  that  Raymond  Sawyer  has  the  best 
dance  troupe  in  San  Francisco.
